The Chesapeake flag: was captured 
in the fight with tliel.

The authenticity of the flag 
Is vouched for in a written history of 
Its ownership since Midshipman Grun- 
r.y, of tho Royal Navy, came into pos- 
ses.sion nearly a century ago. The flag 
was sold for $-1,250 to a London art 
dealer, who also purchased tho bugle 
for $5,000.

Th.e auptlpn of the Middfebrook 
curlps :has been going- on for ten days, 
a.nd -has ^attracted much attention. 
When the time camo today to put up 
the - flag V. tho auction room was so 
crowded that many persons were un- 
able to, obtain admission. The man 
who flnaliy secured the flag started tho 
bidding with an offer, of $100, and he 
wsts soon challenged by other dealers, 
among whom 'was a repi>eser.tatlve of 
an American who said' he wanted the 
nag for the American Navy League. 
The price was soon run up to $1,500. 
Here all tho bidders dropped out, but 
the contest was carried on by the 
dealers, both of whom were said to 
represent .'Vracricans. There was a 
long pause when the price had .reach- 
ed $2,400 but then, on bids of $250 at 
a time, It was rapidly forced up to 
$-1,250, at which figure the hammer 
fell.

The advisability of building a new 
High school in .some central part of 
tho city was suggested by George Jay, 
cliairman of the school board, at ihe 
special metjting of that body held last 
night. The need of such a new addi- 
tion to tlie city's educational Institu- 
tions caine up for con.?lderatlon when 
the Work of preparing the estimates 
for the ])resent year was being etfect- 
cd. The great congostibn in the pres- 
ent schools, a condition of alfairs 
whij.'h has given the board of last 
.\ear much food for thought and'proin- 
ises to be a knotty, problem .^for tho 
new board,.,^caired forth'' several sug- 
gestion's '.as ^to tlie ' best .- method of 
roliovlng the situation. . ' 

In addition to the ordinary estimates 
somo consideration was given to ex- 
traordinary expenditures, ari eistimate 
of wlilcli the board has to submit to 
the city council, and it was during 
the consideration of this last that Mr. 
Jay's suggestion was made. He si xtod 
that It would be but a short time when 
the hoard would have to consider 
some such move. The accoiumodatlon 
in the present high school was very- 
lliiiited. and with the growth of the 
city would have to be iticreased. An 
addition cDuld be made to tho present 
high Kcliool, but the congestion at tlto 
ctiiti'al school was such tiiat attention 
would have to be paid to that Institu- 
tion also, and he thought the belter 
plan to follow would be to luxve a new 
high Bcluiol erected in .-ome sultaljlc 
locality and tlie jjresent high school 
building could tlien. be utilized by ro- 
lltvlng the congestion in the central 
school. It was In the central part of 
tho city that the congestion ■ is. most 
keenly felt. 'What the coiit of 'such a 
school would be, was not' definitely 
known, but it would be somewhere In 
the neighborhood of $90,000. , 
Urged Early Increase. 

Trustee McNeil said tiiat ho would 
be in favor of the idea were it not for 
Ihe bad condition of the Hillside and 
Spring Ridge schools, and something 
should be done at once to remedy con- 
ditions in those sections by the erec- 
tion of a school to serve that district. 
It would be only a question of a short 
time until the High school and college 
work would have to be separated, and 
a college, cduld be built, the high 
school being ,ioft>;.where .; it. nojv is. 
Wl^erever the university is to bo built, 
the board;>should*;not give Up'theildea 
of giving, scholars some- college educar 
tion In iliis city. But in the meantime 
it would be better to devote attention 
t'> increasing tho accoiumodatlon of 
the city schools. There was a neces- 
sity for a primary school to serve the 
Oak Bay section. Trustee Chriitle 
urged that soine school accommoda- 
tion should bo afforded the Oaliland 
district, though .it was i)Ointed out that 
at present there were only about ::0^ 
scliplar.s from that part of tho city. 

Trustee Riddell suggested the ad- 
\ isabillty of iiurchasiiig two portable 
-schools, which could be added to the 
Central school and to other schools, or 
districts when rc(iulred. The cost of 
such schools would be in- tlie neigli- 
borhood of $1,SOO each. 

Trustee McNeil declared that the 
school board was altogether too back- 
ward in school accommodation. In the 
east, in many centres of less popula- 
tion than Victoria, the schools were 
much superior in design and acconi- 
modation to those here. 

Finally, In orilcr to give time to the 
members of the bo.ard to think over 
this question of a new iiigii school, it 
was decided ,to call another meeting 
for Saturday ' afterapoa, vybeii the es-: 
limate for the extraordinary expendi- 
tures could bo taken up. 

Ordinary Expenditure. 

Following Id, the estimate of the or- 
dinary expenditures which will he 
submitted to the council, and which 
sliows an increase over that of 1907 of 
515, OUU, the greater part of which is 
made up of the recent increases in 
teachers' salaries, the addition of more 
teachers for the new 'Victoria West 
school and two more teachers for the 
oliiur schools:

In the item referring to repair.^ 
there will be required a considerable 
sum which siiould liave been spent on 
repairs urgently required last year, 
Ijui which, owing to shortage ,pf funds, 
could not be made. 

In figuring oufthe estimates Trustee 
McNeil pointed out the necessity of 
having a thorough inspection not fnily 
of the scholars, but of everyone con- 
nected ■ivlth tile schools, and that a 
medical insjiector should be appoint- 
ed. Mr. Jay suggested that perhaps 
the city would consent to Increase the 
sal.-iry of tliu medical health officer 
and he could undeitako tlie work, but 
Ml-. McNeil tliought that the inspect(jr 
ought to be dii'eetly responsiljle to 
the board. Tlie amount passed for 
teachers' salaries also ^Included the 
.salary of the superintendent, wliich 
has been fixed at $2,200, and the re- 
muneration lor a medical officer, 
wliich was estimated at ^r.O per month. 
Asks for Truant Officer. 

Trustee Christie suggested Die need 
of a truant officer as lie knew tha.t 
there were a great many children who 
were nol attending school, but who 
should do so. 

It Wiis considered that an addition 
siiould be made to the Kingston street 
school )iy adding two more rooms, the 
estimated cost being $2,500, and Mrs. 
Jenkins pointed out the iieceBsily of 
making some provision for more ac- 
commodation in the manual training 
department. Tiieso wllh other recoin- 
ondations ,t'or increased accomiiioda- 
lion will' bo'iiCorispp^riBas at tjoijibrrow's 
meeting. • ' , 

Threfi" applications 'fop the position

RIght-of-Way Question 

John Oliver (Delta), seconded by H. 
Jones (Cariboo), nioved that an order 
of tho house be granted for a return 
of all copies of all corre.spondence in' 
respect to the acquisition by the Vic- 
toria Terminal Railway Company of 
additional rights of way through the 
lands of John Weaver at Mud Bays 
Mr. Oliver stated that in contravenr 
tion of the Dominion statutes Mr. 
Wpaver, who was a relative of him- 
self by marriage had been deprived of 
a large portion of his lands in this 
section by the A^ictorla Terminal Rail- 
way Company wlth>tl)e connivance or 
assent of the hoit' commissioner of 
lands and works. 

They had extn'opriated the land 
under an amendment to the railway 
act, which had been introduced at the 
last session. The premier had at first 
seen the far reaching effects of tho 
measure, and be had the bill changed 
to conform with the Dominion regula- 
tions. After his departure, however, 
the hon, the present attorney-general 
had introduced an amendment in the 
premier's absence at the Instance of 
the railway company's solicitor. Mr. 
Oliver .stated that on behalf of Jii.s 
relative he had applied to tho cliief 
commissioner for permission to ap- 
pear before lilm, and to show reason 
wliy the ordinary certification to the 
plan .sprepai-ed, by tho railway sh6uld 
not- be granted. 'He had received in 
reply a letter frbm the chief comniis- 
sioned dated Juno 6, giving him until 
the following Tuesday, .Tune 11, to 
appear before him and Informing him 
that his assent to the plans would bo 
reserved for that time. This letter 
he did not receive until Wednesday, 
June 12. The certificate had by then 
been granted, and his relative had 
been done a great injustice. 

Hon. F. J. Fulton stated that he 
recollected the occurrences connected 
wllh the incident perfectly. On tho 
receipt of Mr. Culver's letter he liad 
inatructed the deputy commissioner as^ 
he v.-as leaving for the upper country 
to lind out from the postal authorities 
the length of time required for a let- 
ter from Victoria to reach Delta, and 
to set a date for Mr. Oliver to make 
his representations. This had been 
done and an extra day was given Mn 
Oliver to reply. If the letter was not 
received in time Mr. Oliver's quarrel 
was not with the lands and works de- 
partment, but with the postal autliori- 
tles. 

Corporation Ways 

Parker Williams (Newcastle) slated 
that as far as he courd remember this 
railway was asking for more than the 
usual 'powers. Perhaps other Influences 
had boon at work. Corporations and 
the agents of corporations were not 
always too scrupulous in their dealings 
Willi private individual.s. He would 
recommend .Mr. Oliver to s(;o wliellier 
or not tlii.-i letter had been intercepted 
while in the hands of the Dominion 
postal aulhorilies. 

Result of Agreement. 

Hon Mr. McBrlde — tn reply to tlio 
hon. member, with regard to the bill 
which was before the house last ses- 
sion, the house should distinctly un- 
derstand that this measure was placed 
on the statute book In accordance with 
an uiiderstandln'g which was reached 
lietween the hon. member for I>eita 
and the attorney-gon(>ral, so there 
siiould be no riiisconcepUon on the i)nrt 
of hon. members In reference to tliia 
legislation. Everything that was done 
was done openly, and with the concur- 
rence of Iho hon. member for tho Delia. 
The action taken today means sub- 
stantially a change of front on this 
question"; but at the same time this 
liouse must understand that what was 
done was done witli the concurrence 
of the lion, member (Mr. Oliver.) 

I think, sir, that the explanation 
whicli has been given to tlio house 
l.iy the hon. llie chief commissioner of 
lands and works, was a very frank and 
very fair one Indeed; and when lie 
sent this letter he did as a business 
man would do In the same situation, 
lie obtained liie assurance of the post 
id'iice ofliciaKs that It would reaeli 
the lion. geiiMeman in ample time to 
enable him to appear before the de- 
parlmenl. Wliether his ulipearanoe 
iiere would have made any material, 
difference is a question which I am not, 
prepared to solve; hut T am quite satis- 
lied that the hon. the chief commis- 
Kioner of lands and works, who had 
the assistance of his advisers here, as 
svell as of the official of the depart- 
ment at New Westminster, would see 
thai nothing was done except what was 
right and just in tills cmse. (Hear, 
hear). 

The hon. member for Newcuslio 
(Mr. AVIIliains) speaks of corporations, 
of their greed and grab, and their 
policy of trampling under foot the 
right's of the people All this may be. 
so; but I wish my hon. friend to un- 
derstand that corporations have lu^ver 
had, and will never have, any assisl- 
ance Irom this govornmont , In their 
work in Ihil dmctlon And UB I hno 
already stated on previous occasions^ 
bwlsh to eniphasl/e again the fact that 
this administration la not under , the 



control, .elthGr direqtly or Indirectly, 
of any corporation. (Cheers). 

Says He Objected. 

Mr, Oliver— "I objected trj this 
amendment from the start. I did not 
Insist on my rights, b/ Which 1 might 
have delayed th'bugh not prevented 
tho passage of the bill, in considera- 
tion of tho attorney-general Including 
a couple of lines somewhat modifying 
the effectv.ofc;thav.clause£r;i4;: ^ ■

to the local postal authorities and 
submitting the envelope to them.

It 
would therefore not have left here 
until the next day, Saturday, and could 
not arrive in Delta until the day fol^ 
lowing the 'date': for w'hlch the ajj- 
pointnierit was made.< . • 

"Moreov^riethough ' the chief com- 
missioner statM ithat: Jie,iwould with- 
hold the Is'suanbS' of tlie ''certificate 
until after Tuesday, June 11, when I 
was .to meet him, I have visited the 
registry office land discovered tlhat 
the certificate Issued to the Viotbria 
Terminal Railway bears the date of 
June (i and is signed in the same 
handwriting as the letjer received l)y 
me." 

Opposition Applause. 

Hon. Mr. Fulton — "I may say to tlio 
hon. member for Delta that, as I be- 
fore observed, I was going to tho up- 
j)er country and that I left the cer- 
tificate signed Willi the deputy com- 
missioner. He li.'id instructions to 
withhold it, however, until my return 
in the event of good and .i.-alid rea- 
sons being given by the hon. mem- 
ber. These wei'o not received, and the 
certificate issued in due course, 
Premier Resumes Debate. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde, who, on rising 
to resume tlie debate on the immigra- 
tion bill, had an enthusiastic reception 
from his supporters, said: 

Mr. Spealcer: The ground has been 
so thoroughly covered by my col- 
legaeu, tho hon. tlie attorney-general, 
as far as the attitude of the present 
administration on this question is con- 
cerned, that I do not propose lo de- 
tain the house this afternoon by 
speaking at any considerable lengtl". 
But, sir, for reasons that liave been 
very prominently mentioned by the 
Liberal press and the Liberal polili- 
cians of this country, in connection 
with the immigration of Asiatics into 
the province of British Columbia, I 
feel, sir, it to be particularly my duty, 
that I should on tnto occasion em- 
lihaslze, and in the clearest and 
strongest possible manner, the state- 
ments, whicli I have alreadj^ made on 
this subject to the liouse, in reference 
to my position. (Hear, hear.) 

I wish, sir, to say at once, that 1 
claim that at ail times since I have 
entered into public life in British Co- 
lumbia, I have acted with unques- 
tionable consistency upon this ques- 
tion. I iiave always, sir, when I have 
discussed this issue, advocated the 
rights of while labor, and called for 
the absolute prohibition of Asiatic 
immigration, and I now challenge hon. 
genllemaii opposite to find an.v facl.s 
whatever in connection with , my 
statu's as a public man In British Co- 
lumbia that can in the smallest par- 
ticular justify the charges, which they 
have made from time to time, that,! 
have attempted to sidestep on this 
great Issue. (Cheers.) 

Sir Wilfrid's Course 

The facta are, sir, that the policy 
which has been followed by tho Lib- 
eral administration at Ottawa on this 
Issue and in particular in rcforonce to 
the Asiatic question completely turn- 
ed over the people of Ibis province. 
And Ilrst and foremost, as a reason 
for these changed .conditions, must be 
found the attitude of Sir Wilfrid 
Laur'ldr on this question, . 

'Why, sir, during the election cam- 
paign of 189C, my old friend, the mem- 
ber for Delia, read a telegram from 
Laurler declaring that this was,_^a 
question regarding which, nol the 
views of the East, but the views of 
the West, must prevail. (Hear, hear.) 
[ can easily fancy that I can still hear 
the magic voice of my hon. friend, 
when with splendid effect ho told the 
people of British Columbia on the 
huslings, that if tliey would only as- 
sist in putting tho Liberals in power 
at Ottawa, everything would bo w(dl. 
as far as the treatment of this vital 
question was concerned. (Hoar, bear.) 

Well, sir, those very same promises 
were repeated to the electors of this 
country at subsequent elections. (Hear, 
hear.) ( 

Mr. Macdonald— And ctu'ried out. 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde— No sir, not at 
,all.' Does my lion, friend mean lo 
ask the house to believe thai, since his 
accession to ofllco Sir Wilfrid Tiaurier 
has faithfully carried out such pledges 
as were then made on his belialf in 
this province'.' Then, I'll take it, sir, 
that my hon. friend concurs in the 
coiTi'pletest possilde manner with the 
policy which has been pursued on Ibis 
question by tlie Liberal- government 
at Ottawa since their accession lo 
power! (Hear, hear.) 

Mr. Macdonald — The telegram to 
which the hon. the premier has made 
reference .only concerned the (Milnese, 
who were then coming Into the pro- 
vince of Brillsli Columbia in consid- 
erable numbers, and that promise has 
been carried out by the Imposition of 
the -$500 head tax. 

Japanese Were Factor 

Hon. Mr. McBrlde— The hon. gentle- 
man says that Sir, 'Wilfrid Laurler 
then conQned his observations' to 
Chinamen,; but ho . knows perfectly 
well that the Japanese were at that 
timo coming prominently before us as 
strong competitors in the labor mar- 
ket of this country (hear, heai"), and 
particularly, sir, was this the case in 
tho constituency of New AVestniin- 
stor, whore 1 was seeking election as 
.a- member of tho .Dominion house; 
where: on. the banks of Iht^ Fraser 
river the 'Japanese had already be- 
come a most serious menace to the 
white li.slieriiien (hear, liear) ; and 
where, day by day, we saw Ihe boats 
and nelK which had been used by the 
white men, pass into the hands of 
their Japanese rivals. My hon. friend 
shakes bis head; but if the hon gentle- 
man will give a few momenta to 
searching through the files of the 
newspapers of the time, and If he will 
only ;rioreover look over some of his 
own speeches he will Und thai; all I 
am saying on this head is borne out 
to tlie l<!Uer. (Cheers.. Wo saw, sir, 
I repeat, day after day, the boats 
and net.4 leaving the control of the

was tlii'ougli the agency of the Con- 
servative government and through 
that agency alone that tliey could get 
the full and adequate iiroteclion from 
the inflow of tliis steady stream of 
Asiatic immigration which tliey re- 
quired. (Hear, hear.) We iiavo al- 
ways, sir, tried to treat this question, 
not In a party way, .bqt in such a 
manner as .'would- enlist, and should 
have enlisted, the. support and ."sym- 
pathy of the Liberals as well (is of 
the leagues that exist in this province, 
(Cheerm); These leagues, sir, wliteh' 
have been formed all over British Co- 
lumbia, are made up of Conservatives 
as well as Llberal.s, and I think, more- 
over, that tlie perfection in tho way 
of organization to which these leagues 
have attained bIiow very clearly liow 
strongly the people of British Co- 
lumbia feel on this question, as has 
been demonatrated by their vote.s. 
(Cheers.) Now, sir, my hon. friend 
charges that wo have tried to make of 
'this a party and not a provincial 



question. -Sir. there is absolutely 
nothing in that charge^ (Cheers.) 
11** " Forced to Do' It. 

Mr^ifM^odonald— What, do you call 
the -shoijxfiifi'attorney-general's speech, 
delivered the bther day, on this bill? 

Hon. Mr. McBride — My hon. friend 
■«'a3 clearly forced to take the line of 
argument that he lias adopted simply 
because the Liberal newspapers of 
this province during tho last nine or 
ton months have been incessantly 
abusing this go\-erninent and trying, to 
make the jieople believe that re- 
spon.'jibility for tho pre.^ent situation 
of affairs belo.ngs to us. 

Mr. Macdonald — You are :^esponsibIe 
for what happened last year. 

■ Hon. Mr. MeBrlde: Not at all! 1 
followed the hon. gentleman's .speech 
very closely the other day, and 1 think 
that I have made a very complete; 
answer to all the charges, which in 
this as well as in other respects the 
Ijlherals have levelled against us. 
(Cheers.) My iion. friend will- pn in- 
vestigation And, that from the; first 
time, when Hon.- Mr;^' Tatlow then a 
private member, ibrought ' a hill on this 
subject, before: the parliament of Bri- 
tish (Columbia and tracing the work 
of this legislature ".upon this Issue, 
trom that period' all -^he, -way through 
and right down ' to We pre'sqnt time, 
that the entire 'history*- *oC' the case 
plainly discloses the fact th&t' we have 
all along acted- a's -one man In connec- 
tion with this pai'ambunt ' question. 
(Cheers.) But when It came to tlie 
point that the Liberals and the Lib- 
eral press In this country were en- 
deavoring fo convince tho electorate 
that the local government was try- 
ing to sidestep and avoid the re- 
sponsibility, which attaches to them, 
as responsible ministers of tho cro-nm, 
then, sir, X say that my hon. friend, 
the hon. tho attor;iey-generaI, was 
acting quite within , his right, in as- 
s.ailing as he did the other day, in 
ills speech on this bill, the Liberals 
of British Columbia. (Cheers.) 1 
maintain, sir, that we have aUvays 
sought to maice of it a provincial and 
not a party question, and I submit 
that our speeches, which have been 
delivered on the hustings, as Well as 
in this legislature, fully- bear out this 
statement. (Cheers.) 

Present Situation 
No-\v-, sir, what , is ilie situation 
which we have td lace at the present 
time? We hav«!. to fec'e? Sir, the ex- 
istence of a "'very • considerable 
population, oomppS^d of Japanese, 
which ha-ve come into this 'province. 
The report of tli'e royal- commission, 
which examined Into this question a 
few years ago. Is directly In opposition 
to the Influx of these people. 

Then tho report of Mf. Mackenzie 
King, made only a few weeks ago, 
runs pretty well along the same lines. 
While the voice of our people has been 
overwhelming and clearly demonstrat- 
ed by the unanimous legislation of this 
parliament on this subject. * (Cheers.) 
Ottawa's Dismal , Failure 
But, .sir, despite all these convincing 
facts, the Liberal government at Ot- 
tawa has made a most dismal failure 
in the way of doing anything that 
would satisfy the ii;eneral convictions 
and tlve g^ii^ral sentlmfent, of • the peo- 
i)le of this province tro'on this ques- 
tion. (Hearj. hear.) . Now, sir, some- 
thing has been said' jn'Tespect to im- 
periiU,; i^jt^^p^ts, a:nd'!i"cpfltend that 
there is 'a great deal' liVdeod In these 
imperial considerations " to v/hieh so 
mucli attention has been given by 
some speakers in this house during this 
debate. For It is quito true, sir, that 
in the scheme of government tinder 
which Wo live, imperial as well as 
federal iuid local considerations are 
concerned (hear, Hear), and it may 
be that the autliorities in I'IriKfland 
have entered Into some h.argain or 
other witlT Japan that might hi some 
measure at least retard the parliament 
of this iiroviiice from going the full 
length that it would naturally desire to 
go in dealing -with this matter. But 
I thlnlc, sir, tliat the hon. the attorney- 
general has niqst successfully s'nown 
that so far as this ijartieular issue is 
concerned nothing has been done and 
no policy lias been determined upon 
by the imperhal government that would 
in any way stay the parliament of 
(Canada from going the lengths to 
which the parliaments of Natal, of 
Australia, of New Zealand and of the 
Transvaal have gone In their treat- 
ment of this same identical question. 
(Cheers.) 

What Fairer Argument 
Now, Mr. S|)eai{or, wliat fairer ar- 
gimient could be adduced on tliis 
problem with regard to the Imperial 
authority than tli<at which th« hon. 
the attorney-general has proffered to 
this liouse, when he declared that if 
this law is to ho denied to the people 
of Canada it must also be withdr.awn 
from those other and important sec- 
tions of tlie world, which own, cciuaily 
with ourselves, allegiance to the old 
and home land. (Cheers). 

I think, sir, that this is an unan- 
swerable argument, and I am quite 
satisfied that If the people who are 
in power at Ottawa today were able 
to show any evidence in the way of 
any direct action on the part of tlie 
colonial office In the event of this 
legislation being permitted to become 
the law of the land, that would pre- 
vent It remaining in force, it would 
be immediately forthcoming. (Cheer.s.) 
.■\nd I sav tills because, in the first 
]ilace, this would form part of the 
documentary evidence in tho case .at 
Ottawa, and in tlie next jilace because 
if any sueli document existed it would 
then be up to the Liberal admiulstr;i- 
tion at Ottawa to take tho province 
of British Columbia into their con- 
fidence, so that we may know 'precise- 
ly where we stand. (Hear, hear.) 
Transvaal's Strong Measure. 
In addition, sir, to what the hon. 
tile attoriiey-geiier.al said on this sub- 
ject tlie other day, it is interesting to 
note that the legislation which has 
been enacted in tlie Transvaal parlia- 
ment in this relation, and which, more- 
over, I believe has recently received 
the concurreuci' of tlie Imperial house, 
Is of a mucli more drastic character 
than our Natal act. tCheers.) From 
!iU that we can discover, sir, this 
legislation in /he Triinsyaa parliament 
during the past year WAiar-reachiiiB 
in its natur?, becatise It practically ex- 
eluded Hindus, who aris .British sub- 
ji'cts, as well as 'the Japanese and 
other Asiatic races. And ag far as 
this stringent enactment is concerned, 
the colonial office has dojie absolutely 
nothing to destroy the complete ef- 
fectiveness v'of, ' ■ that " legislation. 
(Cheers.)' "■• ' ■" ' 

Mr. Macdonald — ^Word has come 
from London that it Is proposed to 
modify that law. Hon. Mr. McBride — 
I thank my hon. friend for his cor- 
rocllon, but I think ho will also re- 
member that nothing in that infornia- 
M^lon went so far as to represent that 
the colonial office had »!ald to the 
Transvaal government and to the 
Transvaal parliament, "You must not 
pa-sa that legislation (cheers) on this 
question."

THE SPEAKER'S FlULING. 

With the general couelUHiDn ro.-iched 
Ijy Mr. Spealvor in rcg;ird to ilr. Haw- 
' ;^thornthwalte's resolution we are In ac- 
•scord. We observe that Mr. Spealser Is 
c'iu-eful to point out that a resolution 
censure upon a licutenant-govyrnor 
niay bo pa.sied, under certain circum- 
stances, which must in the very nature 
of parliamentary government be the 
-.\i:;e. His rulhuT, tlirrefonn i.< ii.it tliat 
tiie Huu.'-o i.-^ i)<r,voi'less to oxpn'ss its 
opinions a^ to .any act done by a lieu- 
'tenant-Efovernor, but only that Mr. 
Hawthornthwaite's resolution Is Intrin- 
sically (iliji.'clionable. Witli tills we 
lnll\- im'ro''. Sui-li (rilicism as we 
have to make will be directed to the 
closinf,' iiaraKrapli of his decision, 
whicli reads as follows: 

[ will not deal ^\ itii the second 
i''.urse ojien to liiiii, .as nothing arisi:'s 
nil tliat. The procedure with rel'erenee 
to tlie lirst cour.so open to him has 
lieeii deckled by the house. He was 
therefore constitutionally entitled to 
, i.eserve the, bill for the signiflcation of 
'. 'the King's pleasure. As it appears, he 
"• took that course, and whether advised 
•fso to do under Instructions froni His 
'K.vcellency or acting: on his Own dls- 
{cretion, if the occasion was one of 
'..iurgency, he was .'icting, in my opinion, 
•'.jvlthln his rights and according to 
the constitution, and if .so as the rep- 
resentative of His Majesty in tliis pro- 
vince it must be assumed that he acted 
in the public and not in his private 
, interests, and it would therefore be 
.jhi^hly imiiroper to impute 'motives. . 

In this Mr. Speaker has undertaken 
to state whiit is the constitutional law 
binding the legislature ot British Co- 
lumbia, and ciuite irrespective of any 
consideration as to the soundne^ss of 
his conclusl9n, and with every respect 
■^hat is due to a gentleman of his ox- 
p'erlenee and ability, we venture to 
suggest that it'is no part of Mr. 
Speaker's duty to limit tlie constitu- 
tional rights of the legislature, but on 
Jhe contrary, to assert them In 
flielr widest sense. After some 
observations by Mr. Hawthorn- 
tliwaite. :\rr. Speaker said: "Of course, 
strictly speaking, once my decision is 

given, it is final." While we do not '^"'" f 1« to' appeal to the Crown and

As the relation between the Gover- 
iior-Geiun-al and his re.sponsiblo ad- 
visers, as well as his position as an 
imperial officer, are similar to the re- 
lations of .a Lieutenant-Governor with 
his ministers and his position as a 
Dominion ollicer, it is on'.y necessary 
to dcliiie the duties and rcisponsibillties 
of the former in order to ascertain 
those of a Lieutenanl-C'rovornor. Now 
it is clear that since the concession 
of respousilde .ivovernUT-'Ut to the col- 
onies, the advisers ol' the ■Governor- 
General hold the same posit inn with rc- 
j'.anl lo liim, iis tlie imperial ministry 
does witli resjiect to Iter jMa,iesty, Tney 
have till' same powers and duties iind 
responsibilities. They ought not lo 
liave, and of right have not, any great- 
er authority with respect to tho , legis- 
lation of the Canadian Parliament, 
than the Queen's ministers have over 
the legislative action of the Imperial 
lej; islature. . 

Now in England, the ministry of the 
day must of necessity have tho confi- 
dence of the majority of the popular 
branch of the legislature, and there- 
fore thi',\- generally control, or rather 
(liieet, eiirrcru le,£;islat ion. 

.Should however any bill be passed 
notwithstanding their opposition or 
adverse opinion, tliey cannot advise its 
rejection by tlie sox-ereign. 

The power ot veto liy tlio Crown Is 
now admitted to be <il)Solete and prae- 
tic;dl.v non-existent. 'I'he expresion 
"Le Roi ou la Reine s'avisera." has not 
Ix^eii heard in the Paitlsli Parliament 
since 1707, in the reign of Queen jViine, 
and will in all prnbability ne\'er lie 
hetiril again. 'I'lu' ministers in such 
a ias(\ ij' they decline to accept the 
ri'siioiisibilit,\- of suliniitting tlie liill 
tor the royal assent, must resign and 
leave lo others the duty of doing so. 

If, uotwitiistanding tlieir adverse 
opinion, tlie.v do not think the measure 
such as to call for their resignation, 
they must submit to the will of parlia- 
ment and' advise the sovereign to give 
the royal assent to It. -- 

Under the same circumstances Your 
Excellency's advisers must pursue the 
same course. / 

The right of reserving bills for tho 
ro,\-al assent, conferred by the British 
North America Act was not given for 
the purpose of Increasing the power of 
tho \Canadian ministers, or enabling 
them to evade the constitutional duty 
above referred to. 

This power was given to the Gov- 
ernor-General as nn Imperial ' officer 
and lor the protection of imperial in- 
terests. It arises from our position as 
a dejiendenc.v of the empire, and to 
prevent le.glslation wliicli in the opinion 
ot the Iiuiierial go\ ernment is opposed 
to tlic welfare of the empire or its 
polii

To hold that 
he Is would be to constitute him an 
appellate court from the decision of 
the lieutenant-governor. V»'e assent! 
to the proposition that a lieutenant - I 
governor acting wlthlif his statutory 
power must be assumeid to be acting 
in the public interest until the con- 
trary is shown, and hence that a reso- 
lution i-eciting tliat he was actuated liy 
7Jri\ate motives is iiiipro|ii'r on its 
face and ought to be ruied out. Our 
objection' Is not to what Mr. Speaker 
decided, but to Inferences which might 
be drawn from his decision, although 
we concede tliat they do not necessar- 
ily follow from it. 

Our reference to this matter U In- 
fluenced by a sense of responsibility 
to the public. We think it would be a 
li-Jreat error if the peoplf!_were led to 
believe that a lleutenanl,3;%d|^^rnor may 
construe his own powo^J^^i^V^he thinks 
best, and that a dlscuMf!/4i4lP't'''tlie cor- 
rectness of his const: 
■ prevented by tho fact t 
er agrees with him. 

As tins sulijeet siH'in:'. now to have 
been disposed of as I'ar as llie legis- 
Jaturo is concerned, it Is proper. In 
o\ir humble Judgment, that there 
sliould be some expression of pulilic 
opinion as to file course which ills 
Honor, tho Lieutenant-Governor, ha.s 
- taken. In order that this may be done 
absolutely without prejudice and with 
perfect fairness to all concerned, so fnr 
as tho Colonist is concerned, ui: shall 
first briefly recapitulate tho facts.

As has already been stated, the same 
principles and reasons appl.v, mutatis 
mutandis, to the provincial govern- 
ments and legislatures. 

The Lieutenant-Governor is not'war- 
ranted In reserving any measure for 
the assent of the Governor-: General on 
till' advice of his ministers. He should i 
do so in his capacity ot a ttomlnlor. of- 
hcer only, and on instructions from the 
Gov(^rnor-Gi'iieral. ft is only a case of 
extreme necessity that a Lieutenant- 
Governor should witlioiit such instruc- 
tions exercise ids fliscretioii as a Do- 
minion otnc<'r in reserving a bill. In 
I'aot, with facility of communication 
bi'tweioi the Dominion and Provincial 
governments such a necessity can sel- 
dom if ever arise. 

If this minute be concurred in by 
your Kxceilency, the committee reconi- 
mond tliat it lie iransmitted to tli(» 
rjieuteii:int-<;ovcrnors of the several 
I'lrovinces of the Dominion for their 
instructions and guidance.

']"wo jioints are very clearly brought 
out in this order, and must be taken 
as settling- the constitutional practice. 
Tlieae are: 

1st. That a provincial ministry may 
not constitutionally lead a lieuten- 
ant-governor to illsregard the opin- 
ion of the legislature as expressed bj' 
the passage of a Bill by advising him 
to reserve It until the signiflcation of

netween the time the Dill was in- 
troduced und tho lime tliat liis Honor 
signified ills intention of reserving as- 
sent, several weeks eliiiised, far more 
than am|)le lime for His Honor to 
communicate with the Governor-Gen- 
eral and receive Instructions, it the 
latter ollicial desired to give him any. 
The c:;se of "extreme neeessily" did 
not therefore exist, and His Honor's 
action was not warranted liy tho In- 
terpretation placed upon the British 
North America Act by the govern- 
ment of Canada and set forth In the 
Order in Council, or more correctly 
siieaking the report ot tho Commitleo 
of the Privy Council approved by the 
Governor-General In Council, and 
above set out. 

I'he constitulloiia! aspect of tho 
case Is not affected by the existence ot 
the contract between tho Canadian 
Nippon Company and the Wellington 
Collieries Company; but the existence 
of siieh a coutriiet shows that His 
Honoi- ought to lia\-e been exceedingly 
careful to ask for speellle instructions, 
and for reasons wlileh lb' upon the 
face of the case. At this stage 



in France has expressed himself In 
favor of trial marriages. There are 
some people who will, llold that this la 
the loglcfti- .Sequencer of. the antl-clcrl- 
cal , 'mfcVom'ent' -whldhV created such 
di.sturbunce in that country a tew 
months ago. However this nmy ho, 
we think it indicates that France is on 
the down grade. We do not -wish to 
bo misunderstood in what wo say on 
tl'.ls point. A notion prevails among 
many I'Jngllsh people tliiit the French 
are lax as a peoislo In their notions of 
morality. .With .this v/e do pot agree. 
Their customs may vary from ours in 
a wa.v that suggests to the provincial 
uilnd that their moral standard is 
lower, but there is no doubt whate\ er 
that among the great mass of the 
French people such .standards are Just 
as high as tho.-;o of any other peoph; 
In the woi Id. But there is in leading 
social circles a marked departure in 
an Irreligious direction, whieh can 
hardly fall to produce disastrous res- 
ults. Trial marriages are to be a sub- 
stitute for divorce. The Minister tells 
us that people cannot be supposed to 
know the characters of those whom 
they marry, and hence it Is cruel to 
tie them together for life or compel 
them to resort lo legal proceedings 
for divorce. Sub,';lantlall,v tlie>- liave 
trial marriages in the State of Wash- 
ington, for the law of that State au- 
thorizes a Judge to divorce those 
whom ho think.-? for any reason unable 
to live happily together. This is dif- 
ferent from the proposal of the French 
minister only in tlio fact that it in- 
volves court proceedings to terminate 
the contract. No people are injure out- 
spoken In their denunciation of the 
laxity In which the marriage tie has 
come to bo regarded In the State of 
Washington than the people of that 
State themselves. 

Trial, marriages would. It-^ seems to 
us, strike, at the very existence of the 
family as an institution, and they 
would certainly lead to racial degener- 
acy. AH experience shows that the 
most vigorous races are those in 
which the people' marry at an early 
age and rear children while they are 
In the vigor of life. Trial marriages 
would mean childless marriages, while 
possible parents were of the age wlien 
they are best fitted to reproduce a

who knew all about them, gallopers 
do best — arid he Is keen. He serv- 
ed an apprenticeship' ■ on the staff as 
A. D. C. to' Lord Mllner, and when 
nothing better offered supplied Reuter 
with a special correspondent, and 
newspaper readers with some rather 
striking appreciations, during the Rus- 
so-Japanese war. And thus It is that 
he haa had e.xpertences of war which 
have not been given to all of his .su- 
periors, and In this sense may be said 
to be an older campaigner than most 
of them. 

Just now, when everybody is talking 
of the London Times, it i.s interesting 
to learn that we are to have a full- 
drejs diagraphy of its greatest editor. 
Mr. Murray is bringing o-at "The Life 
and Letters of John T. Delano, 1817- 
1879" in two volumes. Delano con- 
trolled the "Timea" for 36 years, and 
witnessed the Tise and fall of thirteen 
cabinets from his desk in Printing 
House K(|uai-e, He wa.s one of the ab- 
lest journalists who ever held a pen, 
and a groat force in , .society as well 
as In politics. The book is to be Il- 
lustrated and contains many letters. 

BTany people will be glad to learn 
that the late Montagu Burrows had 
the good sense to -write his autobio- 
graphy. The b.ook has been edited 
by his son, and Messrs. Macmlllan arc 
to publish It Immediately. It ought to 
prove lively reading, for Burrow.s w.as 
both a man of action and a .scholar, 
and won distinction in both spheres. 
Probaljly no other ol'fii'pr In tho Royal 
Navy, after a gallnnt ciireor of active 
service at .sea, ever ilcvolopcd Into a 
Professor of Modern History at Oxford 
and gave hirn.self to authorsViii) with' 
more creditable results. In early lite 
Burrows won distinction at tlie cap- 
ture of St, Jean d'.Aero, and was dec- 
orated for ills services; .-ind in later 
days he was equally well known and 
liked at Oxford ns Chiehele Professor 
and Fellow of All Souls. 

]\Ir. Frederick Harrison knew the j 
Alps, not inere!>' In their picturesque i 
aspects, hut as a clinilier, before the I 
Alpine club was founded, and he was j 
amongst his old haunts as late as last |- 
yoar. The outcome is a book which i 
Messrs. Smith, Elder iiave In the press 
entitled "My Alpine Jubilee, 1861-1907." 
It will be Interesting to learn-nvhat so 
admirable a writer has to say After 
such an uriiisiially long experience of 
a romantic region, which the late Sir, 
Leslie Stephen once h.'jppily called the 
Playground, of Europe. 

We have to chronicle the death a few 
days ago 'of Mr. John C. Nlmmo, who. 
although his name has dropped out of 

sight in recent years, was once ' a 
prominent figure in publishing circles. 
Another well-known name is vanishing 
— though, happily, not by reason nf 
death— with the New Year from the 
list of London publishers. "We under- 
stand that Mr. Elliot Stock ha.s just 
.sold Ills business In Paternn.ster-row 
to Mr. Robert Scott, who Intends to 
develop it oh the old linos.— London 
Standard.

Unfortunately for Canada, the 
good workmen and the most Industri- 
ous members of the community liave 
rarely a desire to leave the Mother 
Country; while the less efficient, who 
go In greater numbers, have under 
our comfortable system of civilization 
lost, ono might almost say, the In- 
stinct of self-preservation. A. man who 
lias lived most of his life in a town 
or village of England Or Scotland 
takes it as a matter of course that his 
water and gas are laid for him, that 
his slops are carried off, and that a 
policeman or some municipal authority 
is always at hand to see him through 
a temporary difficulty. In Canada a 
settler on tjie prairie haa to be ener- 
getic in orderld be ' pertalh of the neces- 
sary water; If he wants 'td escape dis- 
ease and discomfort, he must remove 
all dirt himself; and iCv/; he- fails ,!,: to 
work he Is liable' to starv'e. All this 
may not be literally true of the great 
towns, also, but the sidrit springing 
from these elemental facts Is there and 
and creates Intolerance for the man 
who does not possess it. Another 
c-iiise f(u- tho dislike felt for bad Eng- 
lisli workers in Canada and other col- 
onies is their oxtraoi'dinary scU'iisser- 
tioii, genoi-ally in inverse proportion to 
their merit. An Englishman Is .slow to 
rcalixo that it is sometimes wortii do- 
ing more work than he is legiilly ob- 
liged to, In order to prave his merit. 
The case of two English schoolniastm-.- 
who came out to a now colony under 
contract to serve for two years may be 
mentioned as an Illustration, of this de- 
fect. On arrival, Instead of displaying 
any enthusiasm or even Interest In the 
important pioneering work' before 
them, their first, remark Vfaa, "vfe de- 
cided on board 'ship to form a little 
trade union by ourselves and are do- 
tcnTilnod not to be put upon or to do 
extra work." Such men are useless In 
Canada, or anywhere else; but the 
man who Is keen for a chance to raise 
himself In the world and Improve him- 
self and his surroundings, the man 
who ha.? "a strong arm, a v.'llliiis? heart 
and a confident self-relying trust in 
the- future and in the happiness and 
prosperity of his adopted country." to 
use the language of the l.SGO linndboolt, 
will find it well worth emigrating, to 
the great Dominion of which the early 
pronilse is already more than fulfilled.

- It 
was pointed ojit in' the^.e columns li'.pn 
December B that here -wias the seodiid 
notorious incident of the deplorable 'Re- 
sults of withdrawing British crulsfers 
from all over the world, the humilia- 
ting sequel to the earthquake In Ja- 
maica having been the first. The ex- 
cerpts from several of our contempor- 
aries, which Vv'c publi.sh tills morning, 
show the position whicli the govern- 
inent and the admiralty thougiit pro- 
per to talte up with regard to the mat- 
ter. The truth of our corre.^pondent's 
account was deliberately impugned; 
and in the desire to glos.i over the 
real significance of tho occurrence at 
all costs, the friendly action oL Ger- 
many was described in terms which 
were anything but courteous. The 
fact that the Britisli government had 
actually sent a formal message of 
thanks to the Imperial government was 
not mentioned. 'The additional detail.^ 
which are furnished by our Berlin cor- 
respondent prove, beyond question, 
that his original statement was cor- 
rect, and that the "anthorlzed" Intter- 
pretatidn of it, which -was immediate- 
ly communicated to the press was a 
distortion of the facts. There are two 
great departments of state, the Admir- 
alty and the Foreign office, concerned 
in this matter. The whole history of 
the occurrence was necessarily known 
to both of them. How is it, we mav 
ask, that we find this kind of official 
evasion duplicated, witli various com- 
ments, more or less injurious, in sever- 
al quarters? We have tho les.? hesita- 
tion, in referring to tho peculiar coni- 
munication.s of the admiralty to the 
press, since they have boon made the 
subject of severe comment In the 
house of commons — comment which 
was received with a liighly inapjiro- 
priate levity by the government bench- 
es, The matter chiefly concerns the 
admiralty; from tho tone of the "au- 
thorized" statements it would appear 
that tliey were issued by that depart- 
ment; and In any case, we can barui.v 
fiuppose that Sir Edward Grey would 
knowingly counte.nanco -what- Is some- 
thing like a piibiic dlsovowei of his 
own very proper>p,ctlon in acknowledg- 
ing th^ s'ervlces,' rendered by Germany 
In an unfortunate Emergency. At the 
same time the .Tjrel^n', office canjiiot 
avoldi sharing the ■ , respdnslblltty for 
which Lord T.weedmouth Is account- 
able to the cabinet and the cabinet to 
the country. For months jjnst certain 
organs of the press have been made 
the vehicle of communications, which 
are understood to bo "official," and 
who.^e object has been to divert public 
attention from the facts of nnval ad- 
ministration. In tho case of tho Zan- 
zibar incident, tlie result has boon In- 
directly to discredit two departments 
of state. In a manner which we cannot 
but regard as extremely Teprehenslble 
In the public interest.

The Hindus. 

Although it is nuite true that tho .Slklis 
amongst ua.^ -who are unemployed are 
not seoklng charity. It still bi'hovca 
the community to take some action- In 
the matter; first to prevent a fiirthor 
influx and. secondly to repatriate those 
already„\hersi.., . 

Personally I have conaiderablo symp,^- 
thy with those, men, ' having livod 
amoi-igst. them for many years; but wUli 
all due respect for their good aualltioa 
mv opinion iH that those nualltloa are 
not of the kind .which, -this country 
needs. Tho, Sikh Is not a worlclng aiit, 
but a fighter; as we know, nn army 
training is not tho best for Rubsequent 
drudgery, and when the natural in- 
stinct of tho race is supplemented by 
such tralnlng-thd result la hardly what 



can be trained down to It, but as 
general rule It will be like putting a 
carriage liorso bet-ft'eon tho shafts of a 
plough. 

Then sujiposlng a fair proportion of 
these men do adapt: themselves and get 
r^niunerativo employment, it will but 
ehcournge others to come. I do not 
wish to say anything In disparagement 
of - a brave race, becaiiso their vices are 
not our vices; but those v,'ho know tho 
Oriental well, understand liow necessary 
it is to keep the lino .sharp and clear 
which divides tlie two races, and this 
cmnot be done in the nurtliern half of 
the continent; in their own land it is 
easy. 

Having formerly been In a position 
to give employment to Hindus, a depu- 
tation of tliem rf'cogni'zed me on the 
street some time a.i;o and frequently ac- 
cost nic, and by soma occult moans 
found out wlicro I live. Not being able 
to give them any encouragement I of- 
fered a gratuity, but this they declined 
with profound respect stating that thoy 
were seeking work, not bogging; and 
apparently thought I could give it If I 
would. This corroborat(?s the st.ateinont 
that they are not Indigent, and re- 
dounds to their credit as has been re- 
marked In the press. 

But there Is subtlety In it; the soci- 
ety or syndicate which Is responsible for 
bringing these men here have to bo re- 
couped, and If tho men do not get work 
how is it to be done? If they become 
destitute the city, or the government 
win be compelled to provide for them, 
and the elieiipest way will be to re- 
ship them back to Hongkong, and the 
money invested In their Immigration 
will be lost. 

AVc are on the horns of a dilemma, 
if efforts are made to find those poor 
fellows work, others will come. If thoy 
remain long Idle tho funds T.lil become 
exhausted; Is It not possible that before 
that contretemps those funds— In wlio- 
soever's bands thoy may be. could bo 
applied to send them back to their coun- 
try.

Ono agrees to give 
his daughter in inarrlage, tlie other 
his son. , Mr.. Hopper as Ecstaticus Is 
one of these unfortunate royal gen- 
tlomcn, and It Is he who promises to 
provide a Prince for the hand of a 



rival monarch's lovely daughter — this 
much to avert war between the two 
countries. Ecstaticus hasn't any 
princely son, but he has a lovely prin- 
cess daughter, and slie promptly fails 
in love and elopes with the Crown 
Prince of- still, another country; The 
incidents to this tangle are numerous 
and each has its delightful bits of 
mirtli and melody. Some of the pleas- 
ing songs are "A Soldier of Love Am 
I," "Robin," "What's a Maiden?"

The.; Vancouver Authorities Allow 
Tough Characters to Come to 
Victoria 



Tlie action of the ^Vancouver police 
lu allowing a number of the most un- 
desirable members of that coumiunlty 
to take boat for Victoria after iiavlng 
been ordered to leave Vancouver does 
not find favor with the local police 
authorltios. On Wednesday night 
eight disreputable women and a num- 
l5er of equally undesirable males land- 
ed In tlio city. Tlieir coming was tho 
result of the nieasurcs being talccn by 
tho Vancouver police who, In the past 
two days, liave notified 1S5 Imnatcs of 
dives in the Cliinatown section to im- 
mediately leave the city. This step 
.has been taken as tho I'esult of the 
outburst of crime which has been pre- 
valent in the I'erminal City for tlie 
Iiast woelc or two. The RT<iat majority 
of tlie.se undcslralile.s were rounded up 
and held until the trains or boats 
leave Vaiicnuvor, and tlie local police 
claim tho Vancouver police could well 
luive iuiVirmcd the Victoria jiolice in 
eases wlierc such men or women took 
tlic boat for here. 

Chief of Police bangley stated yes- 
terday tliat it was a di.sgrace tliat 
these people wore allowed to llock 
into Victoria without tlie police liere 
being informed so that all such bad 
cliaracterK eoiild bi: watclied and ap- 
prehended, lie supposed, however, 
that the Vancouver authorities arc so 
glad to be so easily rid of tliat portion 
of the tough element tliat neighboring 
communities Mere not considered.

I wo women were arrested on 
Wednesday night in -a Herald sli-pet 
resort, and last night several others 
suspected of coming from Vancouver 
were pointed out to the Immigration 
autliorities, who have taken them In 
charge, and will deiiort th(?m. All are 
Americans, and will be returned to the 
States.

BARON IS SUPPORTED 
BY SEVERAL HOTELS 

Financial Transactions of Von 
Gfug von Gassendprff Set 
Forth ',in'Cout5t 



Tlie police court was crowded yes- 
terday with lawyers and thefr clients 
awaiting tlie liearing of various cases 
which have been piling up during the 
magistrate's enforced absence of a few 
days. The three cases in- which Stel- 
la Carroll figures were put over till 
Monday, as the woman- was unable 
to. appear, and anyhow, there were a 
'number of other cases ahead of her. 
' These three cases consist of the charge 
against her for iieeping a disorderly 
house, her prosecution of F. C. Brew- 
er, alleged to have obtained ?150 
worth of good.-s by means of a worth- 
less chock, and her prosecution of H. 
A. Frederick for alleged assault. 

J. jMaden, charged with attempted 
theft, wa.s remanded till today, Bad- 
iiawa Singh, clinrged witli mis.'ippro- 
priatlng money committed to his 
charge, was remandtid till Tuesday, 
and iWarco Cullch and Jerry Kane till 
Saturday morning. Callch and Kane 
are being prosecuted by Inspector 
Galbraith for ' unlawfully fishing with 
a seine net In Victoria harbor. The 
former Is defended by J. P. Walls. A 
juvenile case, which foi' - ope cause or 
another, has been adjourned a num- 
ber of times, was also remanded. 
Von Gfug Case. 
■ This n.irrowed tlie business before 
the court down to W. von Gfug, as 
his name slioulti properly be spelled, 
accused of having obtained $15 from 
the Poodle Dog by false pretenses. 
Tlio information, as laid, gave the 
false pretenses as a' statement that tlie 
accused had had a sum of money In. 
the safe at the Dominion Hotel, which 
he subsequently lost at the Poodle 
Dog, but Frank Hlgglns, for the 
prosecution, wished to amend this by 
adding that he had further represent- 
ed himst lf to. bo the .posaessor of a 
letiop of ccedit oa this Bank of Mont- 
real In Bitoritreal.- _ ' 

This reouest brought Mr. Aiken to 
his feet in angry protest. Ho protest- 
ed against tlio way information after 
information had been laid and. with- 
drawn, or amended saying tliat it was 
an aljuse of the processes of tlie court, 
which was being turned Into" a collec- 
tion agency. 

Frank Higgins ob,ioctod that the 
court was being insulted, after which 
Mr. Aiken proceeded that at the prior 
hearing he had objected to tlio in- 
formntlou on the ground that It did 
not disclose an offense, and his honor 
had reserved judgment on the point 
till today, when authorities were to 
be cited. This matter must be decid- 
ed before the inform.ation could be 
once more amended. If his contention 
were correct the information was a; 
nullity and so could not be amended,' 
and ho cited a number ot authorities. 

Mr. Hlgglns cited the code to show 
that a bare allegation of falge pro- 
toncoK was .sufficient, without pai;tlcu- 
lars, whose effl<;acy''and beaflrig Were 
a matter of evidence. Mr. Alkman re- 
plied tha^ tha form In the code. had. 
been' hold' to ia insrifffcient, -afip;: that:' 
In any event the infonii.atlori 'pro- 
ceeded to set forth farts by \\iiich the 
prosecution was lioimd and ■wliicli did 
not on its face allege any false pre- 
tense witliin the meaning of the act. 
A statement that one had lost money 
was not a false pretense within the 
meaning of tlio statute, even if the 
statement were untrue, as it did not 
cstablisli or tend to tstablish /any 
false credit in t)ie mind of tlio prose- 
cutor in fa^'or of the accused. This 
tlie counsel in-pcd was the touihstone 
by whicli a legal false pretense was 
to bo distinguished from a mere lie. 
A false statement was not neces.s,arily 
a f&lse pretense; to become so it Must 
establish or seek or tend to establish 
a belief In the hearer's iBjnd that the 
applicant for the money possessed, 
or was likely to posse.ss, some kind of 
asset wliich might tend to render the 
repayment of the money tlius obtained 
more secure. A statement that one 
Ii.Td lo.-Jt" one'.=i money was the antithe- 
sis of tills. The prosecution Icnew th,n.t 
the original information was no good 
or olliorwlsc tlicy would not be at- 
tempting to amend It. 

Tvlr. Hlgglns contended that whether 
or not ,a false pretense Existed was 
!i matter of fact and not of law, and 
that it did not matter how feeljle* or 
improbable tlie representations were 
so long as they were enough to in- 
fluence tlie mind of the prosecutor, 
and did so influence it. 

Information Amended. 
The magistrate decided to permit 
the amendment of the information, 
saying that tlie accused had not yet 
been asked to plead. 

,A,ccordingly, after Von. Gfug had 
pleaded not BuiU>- ond clectort to Ije 
tried before tlie inaglstraie, William 
S. D. Smith, one of llic proprietors 
of the Poode Dog, took the stond and 
said tlie .accused had heon introduced 
to him by Mr. Werner, his cashier, as 
the Baron von Oassendorf and had 
handed witness iiis card witli that 
name tlioreon. About Scptemlier 10 
the accused asked iilm for a loan of 
Jin. He told him that lie Jind talam 
.$37.') out of the safe at tlic Dominion 
and had lost it in his place. Ho said 
lie had loft It behind on a table and 
lost It, and wanted $15 to go on with 
till ho could obtain money from a let- 
ter of credit, on the Bapk of Montreal. 
He also spoke of wealthy relatives In 
Germany. Influenced by these slat'e- 
ments and by tlio fact that b.e believed 
him to be .a titled porsontigo, be let 
him liave the money. Later on he 
loaned iiim .motlier $10 in the same 
way and .also gave him credit for 
$3.50 for goods supplied. Later ac- 
cused told iiim the money lind arrived 
btit for .some reason the documents 
liad to be returned to Montreal liefore 
bo could handle the cash, llc iiad 
never been rep.ald. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Allniinn, lie 
.said that he frst met the accused 
.about August 15 ;nid that for several 
weeks he usually drojiped in for .'(up- 
per at night, spending from C5 cents 
to $1.60 each time. Ho did not know 
liow much' he had spent, though po.s- 
sibly Eibout-$20. AoouBod never drank 
there or ■entertained -.;ia,ny fast women 
there,' nor had he ever Introduced any 
fast women to hiin. He liad intro- 
duced one lady to him, .a-t his renucst— 
a respectable young lady employed at 
one oC the stores. Ho woidd swear 
that he had never introduced any 
other women to him, and did not itnow 
that any of his employees had done 
'so. He liiid never served drinks to 
the accused and women wiiom lie 
l<new to be f.'ist women. Accused had 
never bouglit cliampaRiio or L.oiie in 
for a drinking bout in hl.s place, .as 
he would not liave permitted it. 'I'lie 
$375 which lie h.'ul lost was not tlie 
chief cause \vhicla induced liim (n lend 
tho iiionoy, as lie was certain that ho 
had not lost it there, hut It was a 
combination of the various represen- 



tations, which he had. mentioned be- 
fore. ■ ,' ... 

In reply to further questions, ho 
said it was not so' much tho money 
ho eared about — he .could have got 
that bade had. he wanted it. It was 
tho satisfaction of making the ac- 
cused prove he was what he made 
himself out to bo. He admitted that 
he had to serve anybody that came 
into tho restaui'ant, provided they be- 
haved themselves, and so the money 
might have been taken by an out- 
sider without his knowledge. Ho be- 
lieved tho accused, to be the Baron 
von Gassendorf uiitH " Mr. Hart had 
sent two telegrams'to Germany and 
had got no reply. Then he canie to 
the conclusldn he had heen swindled. 
Cashier Gives Evidence. 

Tlie ne.xt witness was Werner, the 
cashier, who was quite, excitable. He 
.■started by saying that his only inter- 
e.?t in tlie case was to pre\'ont Ger- 
mans from masquerading wltli titles 
to which they were not entitled, the 
re.-jult of which wotild finally be that 
the real article ■would" end in traveling 
incognito. ' He had?always thought the 
accused was the BVeiherr von Gasaen- 
dorfc until he saw his birth- certificate 
and other papers, which gave his 
name as von' Gfug.' The Gassendorffs 
were a good old family, but he know 
nothing of the Gfugs, and he had been 
informed that there was no one of tliat 
name in the German army, the ac- 
cused' .s card stating that he was in the 
laighth Hussars. AVhile the accused 
was in jtiil he had telegraphed to San- 
ta Barbara on his behalf. 

■When cross examined the witness at 
first refused to answer questions, and 
when told to reply by tho court, said 
ho could not renicniber any dates. He 
liad seen tlie accused in the possession 
o': money, though not in large 
amounts, and when questioned as to 
tliQ good advice he was supposed to 
iiavo given von Cifug, ho got 'very ex- 
cited. Ho admitted he had told him 
to keep out of the boxes; it looked bad 
and ho did not think that the baron 
could afford the money. 
, "I try to keep it respectable, but it Is 
very hard. X hiavo put mBily„. people 
out of . the Poodle DogJ" 

Asked if i&ai women were not in the 
habit Of freqiueKtiriB: the bo.xes, ho 
said: ' ' 

"I know nothing of tho bo.xes. J 
have never been In one of them." 

Ho admitted that ^vvomon whom 
other people pronounced to be fadt 
women had been seen 'ill -the -boxes, 
but said that ho- himself know nothing 
about their characier. 

Witli regard to tho title on tho ac- 
cused's card, he said that it was cus- 
tomary for the son of a baron to .style 
himself freiherr, but said that there 
was nothing unusual upon a person 
inheriting an estate carrying a terri- 
torial name or title, for, the heir to as- 
sume the now appellation in addition 
to his own. Thus, though born von 
Gfug, the accused's name nilght now 
bo von Gfug Gassendorft of von Gfug 
von Gaasendorff, 

He hiid told , the accused not to go 
into the boxes because lie thought ho 
liad no); the money to aparo. He had 
seen hiiii buy wine in tlie out^jido 
room. So long as lie was with the 
Poodio Dog ho had always tried to 
protect anyone he could. Ho had 
never seen von Gfug in tlio boxes with 
fast wonieii, thougli one of the waiters 
bad told him that such liad been tho 
case. As to the loiis of the money, the 
accused told him Jiitdr-fihat' he tliought 
he had dropped tjie- pi>%etb,ook con- 
taining the mdney'^n.'arf i^Iiy' ln the 
restricted district, ahd not In tho 
Poodle Dog. 

Detective Perdue produced the ac- 
cused's papers, and said tliat he styl- 
ed himself tho Baron von Gasaendorff 
when ho arrested him. 

Hotel Men Called. 

Tliomaa Stevenson, manager of the 
Dominion liotel, said the accused bad 
never liad any money in tho hotel safe. 
Ho liad coiiK! there, raying he was 
going to Australia, but had afterwards 
cliangcd liis mind. When pressed for 
his bill lie said he had lost money var- 
ious ways. Including a sum lost in the 
Poodle bog. Ho owed the hotel $118. 

C. Hart, manager of the Dallas, was 
then called, and Mr. Higglu.^ was 
uuuut to ask him concerning Ills tran.s- 
actlons with liie baron, when Mr. 
Alkinan objected lliat evidence luir- 
porting to establish fraudulent mo- 
tive could only be introduceii after ttie 
facts alleged had been proved. ThI.s 
liad not been done, io a proper foun- 
dation for tlio evidence had not been 
laid. 

l\lr, Hlgglns contended tliat the 
proof that the accused had IjOt taken 
money out Of the Dominion "safe, aa 
alleged, was suflieient foundation. The 
magistrate admitted the evidence sub- 
ject to objection. Mr, Hart's evidence 
was to the effect that he Had lent von 
Gfug $16 on the representation that he 
had a letter of credit at the bunic 
which he could not get owing to its 
being Saturday. Later he had come to 
live at the hotel and had explained 
that the documents had had to go bade 
to Montreal. He owed the hotel $245. 
He liad sent two telegrams to Ger- 
many for tlic acciMed, one to his 
fatlier and one to his mother. They 
u'en; addressed lo von Gfug Gassen- 
dorfl'. Neillier liad been anjnvored, 
tliougli one of them hail been deliv- 
ered. 

Bank Accountant. 

Mr. Phipp.s, assistant accountant of 
tliu local branch of tlie Bank of Moii- 
tre:al, said tiie accused liad put througli 
a draft for collection for $5,000, with 
instruction to calile the funds. Noth- 
ing had been heard from it and a reply 
by mall was due in a day or two. 
They had never had a letter ot credit 
of hl.s In their bank, nor any notice of 
one having been is.sued to liiui, tliough 
they would not liavo received notice of 
a general letter of credit. 

'.t'he accused's papers were then ex- 
amined, and they showed him tc ''.ave 
been born at IJortmund, March 9, 1881. 
His baptismal certilicato bore the 
name of 'Winfrich von Gfug. Tliero 
were also a number of .ichooi reports, 
two of which siiowed ho iiad spent two 
years at the Uaues Hau.j, a discipli- 
nary school to wlilcii wild, though not 
criminal, German boys are often sent. 
Tho birth certificate described him as 
tlie sou of a mei'chant. 

Thomas Colwcll, of tho livery firm 
of Cameron &. Colwell, said that after 
payiiitf f.nr ii while, he liad run up a 
bill of. $84.50, telling mucii the ■same 
story, which was still unpaid. AVll- 
liaiu Hastings, stable boy at the same 
stable, testilied to having lent the ac- 
cused $1, which has not been returned. 
Ho had asked for ten, saying the bank 
was closed. Thl,3 was refused, when 
ho came back and borrowed the 
smaller sum. 

Case Is Adjourned. 

.T. j\. Alitnian then move-.! for a dis- 
missal on the ground tiiat no false 
liretense had been shown In regard to 
tlu> Poodio Dog transaction, as there 
was no evidence to siiow that ho had 
not had a credit in Montreal, As to 
the name, lie .said tliat tho accused's 
f!;tlier liad comiiaratively recently in- 
herited tlio Ga.-isondorff title and es- 
tates, HO that tho accused was. Justified 
by German usage in '8'tylihff> hlmaolf 



freiherr.-: F. Higginsi repeated former 
arguments regarding the sufllclenoy of 
the pretenses alleged In the ' llist part 
of the information, and' argued that 
there was plenty of cu'cum-itantlal 
evidence to snow that there never had 
been a credit at Montreal. 

Tlie magistrate remarked that there 
had beon plenty of time for tho credit 
at Montreal to have materialized if It 
existed, and that enough evidence had 
been introduced to put the accused on 
his defense. It now being 5 o'clock the 
case stood adjourned till this morn- 
ing.

Hon. Arthur Peters Dies at Charlotte- 
town — Brother of Hon. 
Fred Peters 



New.s of the death oh Wednesday 
evenlng of ;Kon. Arthur Peters, K. C, 
of Charlottetqwn, Prince Bldward Isl- 
and, premier ■'bf-tbat .proylrice, was re- 
ceived yesterday by Hon.' Fred Peters, 
K. C, of this city, brother of the de- 
ceased. Tlie Hon. Mr. Peters, who was 
54 years of age, had for a numiber of 
years been premier and attorney-gen- 
eral under tlio Libenil government of 
the island in-oviiice, and represented 
St. Peter's constituency, King's coun- 
ty, since 1892. He was a barrister and 
had practiced his profession In Char- 
lotte town for many years. 

The late Mr. Peters, who was born 
on August 29, 1864, was the son of 
Hon. James Honsllold Peters, late 
master of tho rolb;. Prince Edward isl- 
and, his motiior being Mary Cunard, 
dauglitor of tlio late Sir Samuel Cu- 
nard, Bart. He was educated at Wind- 
.=ior college, Nova i-icotla, and married 
Amelia .fane Stewat, daugiiter of 
Charles Stewart, Bosebank. He "was 
calleil to the bar In Nova Sc.jtla In 
1S7S, and in I'Jnglanri the following 
year was appointed Queen's councillor 
in iS9'i. In 181)1! ho was elected member 
of tho provincial legislature, and la 
1900 Joined llie I'^'arquluirson minls- 
tr.v. Two years later on tlie re.4lgna- 
tlon ot the premier he was called upon 
to form aigovernnient.

HERE AND THERE . 

In an article on "The tdyo of Ani- 
mals," Ella Wheeler WUcpx, in the 
Amerlcan-Journal-Bxaminferj enters a 
timely protest against the ' extrava- 
gant way in which many fashionable 
women treat and speak of their ])ets, 
It is hard for tho ordinary woman 
whoso life has been filled with tho 
great joys and sorrow.M of human re- 
lationship to believe that there can bo 
any sincerity in the protestations of 
affection which it has become tho 
custom to lavish on animals. These 
are the concluding paragrapiis of the 
article; 

"]L,if(; is too great and beaut U'til to 
regard it as ruined by the loss ot a 
pet animal, 

"That these pet? get a wonderful 
hold upon ouv^ affectloiils I know from 
personal experience, ,, and that the 
death of a loving animal makes a 
lonesome spot lii a' hestrt and a house- 
hold I fully understand. 

"But In. life and in death animals 
should not be made , to usurp the 
places of human beings. No four- 
footed creature . is made happier by 
having its owner forget the proprieties 
or tho decencies of life in its treat- 
ment, and many sensible people' are 
annoyed and pained by such exlllbl- 
tlons of lack of taste. 

"Cultivate sense and reason In your 
love of pets." 

A novel method of promoting colon- 
ization is advocated 1:j.v some of the 
newsiiapers in Washintgon. It is pro- 
posed tlmt settlers with families shall 
iie .given farming land and lots in 
tlie towns at a cheaper rate tlian other 
Investors. This is done, of course, 
for the purjiose of getting them to 
make homes in tho neighborhoods of- 
fering those inducements. ', It is 
argued that every family. Is an addi- 
tional asset to the community and 
that all classes benefit to. some degree 
by their residence in ttielr midst. The 
man who brings his family to a place 
Is likely to be a permanent resident, 
and for this reason his coming- should 
be encouraged. 

It is interesting to see a proposal 
mniie'in these days which reminds one 
of the old times in Canada, when the 
I^reiich government gave bounties to 
file heads of large famtliea. 'Whether 
the plan Is feasible or not" remains 
to be proven.

Owen WIster l,s a citizen of the 
ITnlted State«! who has the faculty, 
somewliat rare In that country, of rec- 
ognizing the merits of other nations 
and the defects of his • own. This 
noted writer has been comparing 
American colleges with those In Eu- 
rope to the disadvantage of tho for- 
mer. He thinks that there Is too 
much money dpent upon the college 
buildings, and' too Uttle on the teach- 
ers, on whose work the value of the 
college, depends. • 

Many of the great Institutions . of 
learning have been established by men 
of great wealth. This, Mr. WIster 
thinks, has a tendency to the erection 
of large and Imposing structures 
which every- one can see, rather than 
to the endowment of chairs whose 
great value is known by the , learned 
\s'oi'ld. It Is not necessary, nor Is it 
advisable, that the wls(>st teachers 
sliali work in mean hiiildlngs, but If 
til. re is not money enough to procure 
both the magnificent structure and 
tlic great thinker.-!, tho preference 
should, to use Mr. Wlster's expression, 
be given to "brains" instead of 
Ijricks." 

In the lOumiiisin university. Mr. 
Wlstin- jioints oat. it Is the teacher 
and not the Ijuilding on wliich most 
money is s))ent. As a conseciuenco of 
this (so- Mr. WIster thinks) out of 
scveteen men who have a world-wide 
reputation as investigators and teach- 
ers fourteen belong to Europe and but 
three to America. 

May it not be that .learning, 'like the 
oak, Is a plant of slow growth and 
docs not thrive in tne soil of a new 
country and In an atmosphere fllled 
with the spirit of money-getting? 

"It Is the smaller, struggling uni- 
versity and college which suffer from 
this spe(-les of pride in giving. How 
much better it would be for the young 
men and women In tho smaller com- 
munity, whom iho philanthropist 
thinks he Is benelltlng, to supply a 
fund for the payment of of a few ex- 
celli.'ut teachers, rather than I'ear a 
magnilleeni cliapol tor the jjoor, little, 
.-starving pre.-iideiit in bi.s threadbare 
coat to Kpe;ik iiiatitudes in on Coni- 
niencetnent Day I 

Th(' poor little president has a .sal- 
ary barely sutlhlcnt to jirovlde his 
llN'liig and the otiier inonibers of the 
faculty receive even less. Even their 
loyalty and devotion cannot, make 
thorn equal to mon whose ability puts

W'o are all, ready .to acknowledge. In 
a genej-al way, that Victoria is a citv 
of'.many advantages. But now and 
again we see something that brings 
Home to us tne lact ihai wo have .sjie- 
clal caus^ for thankfulne.ss. In the 
Ottawa papers there is a discussion 
going on as to , the, best -place, within 
or in the neighborhood of the city, to 
build u hosp'ital for' tuberculosis pa- 
tients. 

A physician vvriting to one of tho 
papers on the subject, .-stated that in 
Ottawa tho ''riivages ot this disease 
are tenfold greater than these of all 
other contagious diseases, and the per- 
centage of deaths from tuberculosis 
nctirly as large as from ^all other 
causes combined." When dne thinks 
how rarely in this city we Observe the 
iioctle Hush, the hacking cough and 
the emaciated fraihe'that betoken con- 
sumption, we cannot but think that 
this estimate greatly exceeds the mor- 
tality from tlilS- cause in this city. 

■yet our ■ comparative immunity from 
this danger should not make us care- 
less. There are not wanting -evi- 
dences that tuberculosis Is on tho in- 
crease, even here. The effects of the 
anti-tuberculosis society are accoinj)- 
llshlng niuch, but wo cannot hope that 
all consumptive patients can be re- 
moved to TranquiUe. Tho.^e who are 
too weak to take such a journey must 
either be treated in their owrf homos, 
or if, tlirough jiovcrty or lonellnes.-i 
this is impossible, there should be 
some place proviiled in wliicli they can 
spend their last days in sucli eumfurt 
as is possible, l-'or the i)n)tectioii of 
the public well as for the sake of 
humanity this sliuuld be done.

When "It" Was ."Hit.'' 

The neuter pronoun of tho third 
person was originally not It, but hit 
The latter. etymciloglcally correct form 
maintained Itself In the standard 
speech down to the sixteenth century. 
But eVt&Oi then, wheiujver it ajipeared, i 
It must Jiave been generally looked j 
upon as a mere survival of a general- , 
iy abandoned usage. Even by the lie- j 
g'inning of the thirleentli ccnliu'y the 
initial h had begun to be droiiped in 
\vrltlng, as it ijrcviously must have 
been dropped by' many in pronuncia- 
tion. Doubtless there were men in 
those days who saw in Its disappear- 
ance evidence of influences that 'were 
then corrupting the sjieecli. Their 
forebodings had justif leal ion to tliis 
extent. Had it not becMi for tlio drop- 
ping of the li, Its would never have 
made its way Into tho language. Tho 
tendency to discard the aspirate, once 
begun, kept on increasing. By tho 
time the reign- of Elizabeth was 
reached It had become the accepted 
form. Hit was hardly known at all, 
save as It vvasi retained In the dia- 
lects, -esrpeolally those of the north. 

Another agency now came forward 
to iiavo tho way for the Introduction 
of its. 

His had been the common genitive 
of both lie and bit. Of tiie two it was 
and originally must havi- seemed 
nearer to the neuter nominativo than 
to the masculine. Hut when In the 
course of time the progress of whal 
we call cockneylsni had caused the 
initial li to disar>))ear from hit, the 
condithui of things underwent a eom- 
jilete change. The ])ossession of the 
same vowel 1 could not save Its geni- 
tive for the neuter pronoun. For the 
consonant is always more dominating 
than the vowel In speech, and the a.s- 
pirate Js, the 'm.biit ^dotnlnatlng of the 
consonantisir Sit alWaVs. makes its pros- 
eiico or; absence', felt. When It was 
lost both to sight and memory by Its 
disappearance from hit, consciousness 
was also gradually lost, that there was 
or over had been any close connection 
between, the yenltlvo his and the 
nominative It.

While rinsing out the clothes' to hang 
out of doors, place the clothe,spln bag 
,'ind pins in the oven. It is mucli 
more comfortable to handle tho warm 
l)lns while hanging out the Clothes and 
they really help ti3 keep the hands 
warm, and it takes on extra time to 
warm the pins. 

Slightly dirty flat irons may be 
cleaned b.v sprinkling some coarse 
salt on a sheet of newspaper and rub- 
bing the irons over it. They .should 
be afterward wljied and polished with 
a clean rag. Ry the way, flatirons 
I hat are heated over a gas ring should 
always be taken off iind well wiped 
lifter thoy have been on a moment or 
two, otherwise the molsturo dries on 
and is apt to soil the things to be 
Ironed;. 

' White enamel bathtubs and sinks 
should be ws-sh^d daily with hot suds 
to ke^ them' free frem stains and 
spots. If the water is hard, a gray 
gritty substance soon collects on tho 
enamel, but this can be removed with 
a cloth which has been saturated 
with kerosene or gasoline. If the 
stains are left longer than a day or 
two they will be much harder to re- 
move. .Scouring soap should not be 
used on enamel ware, as It Is apt to 
crack the enamel and wear it thin. 

When mixing must.ard add a drop 
or two of salad oil to It. It will great- 
ly improve tlie flavor. 

A tablesiioontul of borax is n agree- 
able addition to the dishwater and 
helps to keep the hands soft, instead 
of irritating them, as soda docs. 

To keep lemons as well as to im- 
prove their flavor, put them into more 
than enough water to cover them and 
change It every day or two. 

Make tray cloths from im If -worn 
tablecloths and use them to iilace 
under children's dishes. It Is much 
easier to wash a- half-dozen smtill 
cloths than one large clumsy one. 

Wash brass ornaments over wKli 
strong ammonia, using a brush dipped 
In ammonia for the fancy jiarts. Rinse 
In hot wat(^?, dry and polish wliiie 
still hot witli a le.'ither. The polish 
is done etiually well when the lirass 
is cold, but less rapidly. 

When turning out a Jelly dip the 
mold for one second in a basin of hot 
water. Anotlier method Is to wring a. 
cloth out of lioillng water and phice 
it for a moment round the mold. Do 
not appls' the heat for too long or 
the jelly will run and he a eomplele 
failure. 

A piece of court plaster the same 
color as the material placed under 
the hole is an excellent and slmi'ile 
way or mending a torn gown. The 
fraved portion of tho tear should be 
slightly trimmed and the edges drawn 
together over tho plaster, Another 
method is to ajiply a Uttle gum, to a 
small piece of the material; then, 
after trimming tho tear, place It un- 
der the hole. Stand a heavy weight 
upon It and leave till dry. If careful- 
ly treated in this way the tear will 
scarcely show, especially If the nui- 
terial has a r.-illM-r rougli surface.

., any other man, x-ed or white, and lias 
I seen many evidences of the slaughter 
'i^aZ aeer, elk, beaver and grouse by the 
mvenousr^beasta of prey, which he 
wouia ifttve exterminated. He says that 
if liunters had open season twelve 
months In the year they could not do 
as niuch 'towards the destruction oC 
the best game resources of the Island 
as panthor.s and wolves are doing. He 
told or having seen dozens of rem- 
nants of carcases of deer and elk in a 
day, and knew from liis own experi- 
ence tnat panthers preyed upon beaver 
find grouse, killing the hens in the 
laying and hatching sea.sons and de- 
vouring the eggs. 

' Mr. Drinkwater contended that there 
was not a panther or a wolf killed in 
these parts today because of the 
bounty of $7.50 on the former and $5 
on the latter. Those beasts wore kill- 
ed whenever a man with a gun 
chanced to meet them, and would bo 
killed under such circumstances, every 
tiinc if there was not a cent in it. It 
would not pay a man to hunt pan- 
thers or wolves for the present boun- 
ty, and he suggested that it be raised 
to $25 In both cases, which he believed 
would induce hunters to take their 
dogs and guns and make a business 
of hunting this class of game. There 
ilai^ht he good money in it for ' the 
^^^lhters for a while, but In the long 
run It iwould prove profitable to the 
;eouritry. ■ The object of the ■■ bounty 
^as .to encottrage- the eKtermlnation 
of the bea,sts,' and If the bounty were 
high enough the extermination would 
soon be •accomplished. If the bounty 
)(vere vnpt; raised : to a figure- whibh 
would jififtke hunting profitable as a 
business, it was a waste of money to 
pay Say at all.'; ' 

A number of ^farmers who live in 
the,neighb^qrhjipa,.p^. tfie town of Al- 
beriii all snppqrfed!'Mr. Drinkwater.

talk by Mr. Drinkwater. He is an ad- 
vocate of a close season for huntin 
these wild animals, for which he has 
developed a .strong friendship. All 
along for months, away out at the 
Great Interior mine, miles away from 
habitation, he has enjoyed their com- 
pany. "Visitors to my mine," said ho, 
"who have seen these bears have 
wanted to kill them without regard to 
whether their hides were good or not, 
just for the fun of the tiling, and I 
have prevented them. It is bad 
enough to kill a bear at any time, but 
to. kill one wantonly is altogether too 
b'aC. ' It has often been' a "great: pleas- 
i;ii;e./to, OT!9..,Wl>eti there was no other 
sign of life about, to see these bears 
feeding on the side hlUs.

RIGGING GOES BY BOARD 



Mast and Spars Are Carried 
, Away. Crew. Figiit for

The British bark Engelhorn, Cnpt. 
Olsen, with oSOO tons of cement from 
Hamburg for Seattle and Tacoma, waa 
towed to Ksquimalt yesterday morn- 
ing by the tug: Lome, which inter- 
cepted lier with orders, cabled by C. 
E. de Wolf & Co., her owners, to 
come here for .survey. The Engle- 
horn cncountored a succession of 
heavy storms in the South Atlantic 
which caused some damage to the 
vessel, while several of the crew sus- 
tained inJuricH as the ship rolled, 
rails under, continually swept by 
hiavy seas which combed along her 
decks- The foretopmasf and all the 
> ards excciit the Jower :pr^(f, two; steel 
,\ ards and three oif ■' wood; ^' crashed 
dowli, while the. .bark,!rOll8d;^lrt'' .^"the 
tremendous sea , which came, with the 
liill followlnff the first strong gale 
';fi:om the southwest-, on " November 22. 
:Johannsen, a Swedish' : sailor, was on 
■jLhe fore lower ■yapd;<' on the- lee side 
making a gasket- wieini the -fore top- 
'tnast and yards came toppling down 
in a mass from ahove him. 
- "' Cap't. Olsen -did noto, expect, .to again 
see the mau alive. He shouted to the 
mate, standing near; "Good Heavens, 
he's killed." ^ ' -, 

A few. . mIriutesV afterward, , bow- 
;, ever, the sailor .crawled,, from atn'one 
the tangle ;0? . the .riggrfng,;. spars, , and 
buckled, crumpled wreckage, absolu- 
tely unhurt. He ha'dV a> - seemingly 
miraculous escape, .*Another.-t sailor, 
L standing near,' .was' struck^.liy a fallr 
ilng; hlbck .and; sti^nnedi.'BUSt 
severe gash at the side of his hettd., 
; Another riidin ; wais lifted by ' " a . heavy 
j'sea whlch^broke oyer , .the' , weather rail 
f'and it' seemed' as though he would 
be borne - overside."" Ho - was swept 
with a thud into: the scuppers and 
was severely 'torn by i'a bolt against 
which the sea' hurled- hIniV 

The gale raised a great sea which 
continued after the wind fell, the 
ship laboring more heavily in the lull 
and big seas broke over her, swish- 
ing along the decks." The galley was 
swept, pots, pans, and cook, being 
carried out by the water which surg- 
ed through; it' even lifted some tiles 
that had been laid as a lloor. There 
was little let up in the weather for 
days and days. One gale followed 
the other in rapid succession, and 
the wreckage of the forestop and the 
spar.s, blocks, rigging, etc., hammer- 
ed from side to side. Some of the 
heavy yards were swept overside, 
but held fast by the steel rigging, and 
crashed with blows like" a steam ham- 
mer against the metals of the hull. 
In the meantime, the ship's company 
was worlcing desperately to clear 
away and secure the wreckage, be- 
fore it accomplished more serious in- 
jury. There was no thought of food, 
even had the cook been able to re- 
main in the galley and prepare it. 
For twenty-four hours there was 
scarcely a biscuit for the workers 
who toiled as only do the crew of a 
sailing vessel when: their craft is In 
the danger the Engelhorn was. Ul- 
timately they cut away the tangled 
rigging, and lashed the buckled, 
twisted yards, after which rolling and 
laboring in the seas the bark fought 
her way slowly towaid the Cape. 

When the Engelhorn was beating 
back to Capo Horn after experiencing 
the gales the sallmaker, Joseph Hfty-' 
ward, an American negro, shipped 
from Liverpool, died .suddenly of 
heart dlsea.se. He was sewn in can- 
vas and buried at sea. The crew 
gathered at the ship's side in the 
early morning, the flag being half- 
masted rneanwhile. Capt. Olsen read 
the burial service and the body waa 
lowered Into the sea, to sink, 
weighted down by the lead at the feet, 
to the ocean bed somowhera' . 'ofC-'"the 
North Falkland islands. ■ 
The Engelhorn left Hamburg 170 
days ago, but it was 17 days before 
.jjhe cleared the channel, Tlie tug 
■•■.Which took her from the Elbe was 
:-..fast to her for a week, having finally 
cut her loose and put into Dunge- 
ness, being short of coal. Clear of 
the phannel the Engelhorn made her 
way' south in good time.

WRECKAGE INDICATES 
LOSS OF HARTFIELD 



Description of Debris at Este- 
van — Lifebelts Seemed to 
Have Been Used 



A detailed .description of the wreck- 
age recently found on the rocks near 
iOstovan point has been received from 
the west coast from a partj^ whlch 
searched the coast line betwCten there 
and Nootka sound, investigating the 
debris scattered along tho coast. There 
is considerable wreckage, but other 
than on a small ornamental lifebuoy 
oC w ood is there any mark, ..or name, 
likely to load to. Identification. The 
lifebuoy was evidently- lettered with 
pencil by an illiter%te man, or foreign- 
er, the port riaiho -Being wrongly spell- 
ed. The lettering is "Harttield of 
Libpool." 

A large ship's boat ; ,6f the usual 
clinker-rbuiit type carried, by sailing 
craft wa^ found broken- tin- the rocks- 
it is 18 or 20 feet long, printed black 
outside to the waterllne, white top 
and green inside. Therfe were also 
mixed \V.ith considerable paneling and 
planking that seemed to be partitions 
or walls of cabins and five cork life 
preservers. Tlieso were found at dif- 
ferent places along the boacli and all, 
in tlu! opinion of the finders, had been 
used. The broken strings of the life 
belts, which were of the common cork- 
filled belt typo with gray canvas cov- 
ering, seemed to tho finders to Indicate 
that they had been tied about some 
Victims of a disaster. There was much 
planking that seemed to bo interior 
fitting.? of cabins, some painted white, 
some pink and some blue. There were 
also a number of hardwood fittings, 
like rims of ports, a piece of hard- 
wood that seemed like. tlio . case tba-t 
had held a baroirieterl, ithdtJOther ilbt- 
sam. 

It was scattered for a considerable 
distance along the beach. It was about 
December 20, following -sonio heavy 
storms, that tho wreckage \vas first 
reported, and Antolne Luckovitch, the 
storekeeper at Hcsquoit, went along 
tlie shoreline to investigate. He re- 
turned and reported that he believed 
a ship had been wrecked in that vi- 
cinity. Further search the next day 
revealed additional wreckage that .had 
coiiie ashore,' ' and for ''th'rbo day'S'mdre 
continued to come. 

The finding of tho wreckage has 
given rise to considerable anxiety for 
the ship Hartfiold. which is overdue 
on a voyage from Valparaiso-jto Puget 
Sound. The Hartf leld,. was^iPlaced'. on 
the .oy^rdud list and- T.eins.ij,?fea .at.. ,85 
per cent.^ Ntovv" shells: iutlnstirable, the 
general belief ! being 'that vtshe has 
foundered;' It was thought for a time 
following the first report of the find- 
ing of r the wreckage • two weeks ago 
that the ship's decks" may have been 
swept, but when tho days lengthened 
into weeks and no further word was 
received of tlio Hartfleld, which is 
now 9S days out from tho southern 
port, at least twenty days overdue, 
the belief was strengthened that she 
had foundered. 

If the Hartfleld is lost the depend- 
ents of the 2G men lost with her will 
come under tho provisions entitling 
them to claim under the recent law 
passed in England for the compensa- 
tion of the relaLives of seamen lost 
with their vessels.. It came Into force 
last July. These, however, still have 
lingering hopos. A missing ship is 
more especially saddening to the re- 
latives and friends of the crew, who 
linger many months in a state .pf sus- 
pense buoyed up with tho vaitk hope 
of the loved ones returning homo, even 
after raany> days. The underAVTltcrs 
allow a reasonable tlnie to elapse^ be- 
fore a rise in the relnsuranee -rMei at 
Ias( betrays a BerloUS- amount of un- 
easiness on the marltet; slowly, but 
surely, the .rate creeps up the scale; 
the vessel, coi^es on the overdue list, 
is eventually --uninsurable, and in 
course of time she is pai-J for by tho 
underwriters as a total loss. Even 
then there are not wanting optimists 
among the dependents of the missing 
breadwinners who remember similar 
e.Kperiencya in the past when men giv- 
en up as lost have returned from the 
.-hnde.'i, .n.« it v.'ere, after a K'obinson 
'Tusoe' e>;i.stf'nre extending -ovet a 
long series of leaden-fOOted months on 
some lonely island. ,

Object of Bill Introduced Into 
House Yesterday by-Social-, 
istic Member 



To prevent disf rinunation against 
the members of trade unions and to 
prevent employers taking- stops to find 
out whether tlie men thoy employ are 
members, of trade unions, are the ob- 
jects i'ot: a bill, avhlch was 'introduced 
at yesterday's sessldm 6£ the legisla- 
ture and given Its fltst reading yes- 
terday. 

The bill enacts as follows: 

1. It .shall be unlawruT for any per- 
son, fi'rm or corporation or any ono 
acting on their behalf to make or en- 
ter Into any agreement either oral or 
written by tho terms of which any 
etnployoo of such person, firm or cor- 
poration, or any persons about to entei- 
the employ of such person, Arm or cor- 
poratioii,',-as a condition for continuing 
or obtaining such employment shall 
promise "^orj. agree, npt -to... become or 
cease to continue ' to :<'be - a I'member of 
any labor, organization or,- trade} union'. 

2.. It shall- be.unlajrVful for any.em-, 
ployor 'or employers 'ot" lat^pr, .or ^ariy 
person acting on.' theirs behalf.' to ask 
any . person seeking employment, or 
any person already employedj'by such 
employer or employers.- any !. question 
or questions that -would divulge or tend 
to divulge as to -whether' such, employee 
or prospective employee was br was 
not a member of- a labor organization. 

3. Any employer or employers of 
labor or any person acting on their 
behalf who contravenes the provision.s- 
of this act .shall be liable to a penalty 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, nor 
less than fifty dollars.

— Tijat young 
girls aro enticed into tho 'restricted 
district in Chinatovvn and thero made 
slaves to.ithe .opium hf^bit 80 that they 
can 'be-' handled In' any, Way, was the 
startlips statement ma.do : by Mstgis- 
trate' Alexander 'In- paiglrig^.. sentence 
upon the women who have been con- 
ducting tho 'Sens of vice in -that dis- 
trict. , 

It was at a special ses.slbn of the 
police court yesterday afternoon where 
the declaration was made, and it was 
accompanied by an ultimatum that the 
dons would have to cease to exist. 
The women were given until Monday 
to get out of the city, else tliey would 
liave to go to jail for six months with 
hard labor. Tho evils that obtained 
in that district wore ahnOHt horrifying 
and tho ,~ecret service officers ivlio 
have been at work in tlie district for 
some time tell stories that seem al- 
most incredible of how young boys 
and girls are lured from resjioctablo 
homes and dragged down to tho 
depths of degradation through the 
agency of the opium habit and drink. 

Though 3 22 summonses had been 
issued for keepers and inmates of 
houses, only 68 had been served in 
time for tho .special session' of the po- 
lice court, which was.held for the pur- 
pose of dealing with the cases. Tho 
others will como Up 'Ih'a day or so. A- 
number of those served' did not ap- 
pear, having :g-one',out ot , the; city. Up- 
wards 6f sixty -did 'appear -A and ali 
pleaded guilty to the charges. Six of 
them were aliens and- were handed 
over to the deportation authorities to 
be sent out of the countrj'. One of 
these must go back to France and an- 
other to Germany.' 

Almo.st every country on the face of 
the globe was r'fepresented amongst 
the accused v/onien. Tlierc were wom- 
en from Russia, Austrin.. Italy, India, 
South Africa, Franco, England, Ire- 
land, .Scotland, Germany as well as 
almost every section of^ tfi'o '. . Iliilted 
States. 

In delivering sentence on the women. 
Magistrate Alexander said that the 
principal thing that had moved him 
to this action was the fact that three 
young girls had been taken out of 
these dens during the past few days.

Two of them were 
members of rcspectaljle famlliea in 
the city, while the third was brought 
out from liJngland upon the assurance 
tliat she would be given .good employ- 
ment. The last named girl had been 
working in a restaurant but was en- 
ticed to the district and kept unJer 
the Influence tff the"'dr.iig for several

Now, as you 
wonien know, only recently two young 
Vancouver girls were rescued from 
those dives and another girl who 
came from the old country with an 
immigration company was enticed 
there by a man. This district has be- 
come notorious, not only because of 
you women, but because of the deni- 
zen? who hang around — the men who 
are your hangers on. Messenger boys 
liave been dov.'n there repeatedly to 
take messages from one house to an 
otliei', and every one knows the effect 
that has (/ii youngsters of that age 
The result has been repeated com- 
plaints to the policCi and we have 
come to the conclusion that- henceforth 
these dens must cease to exist.

.i^hen.I-aitt' speaking, sir, of the dila- 
tory methods pursued at Ottawa, in the 
treatment of thi.s question, I do not 
wish to be under'stood as excusing In 
£.ny way the conduct of any Conserva- 
tives, who acted witli the Liberals upon 
the occasion when this matter was 
under dlscussiim on the floor of the 
house. (Hear, hear). I have read 
speeches, made by C\)nservatives who 
did not have a .^iufiicient knowledge of 
the situation, and who did not under- 
.stand the arguments which were ad- 
vanced by those who came directly 
from the seat of war in British Col- 
umbia, and I am offering no excuse, 
absolutely no excuse, for these gentle- 
men, and I would not havu this house, 
or the people of this country believe 
for a moment that I would attempt to 
apologize for their attitude on this 
question. And I further say, sir. there 
can be no question in the world as to 
this fact, that to the mind of any fair- 
minded man in tills province no ex- 
cuse wliatever, nn reason wliatever, 
and nothin.g at all ia an.v resiject 
^vhatever can be adv;uiced tliat would 
in any way .iustify the attitude of the 
governniont and parliament at (Ottawa 
upon this issue towards the province 
p(. British Columbia. (Cheers). The 
whole thing, sir, is to me a mystery, 
.fomothin.g that can never 1)0 iiroperly 
explained; and moreover, it Is some- 
thing, sir, that the meuibers which re- 
Xiresent this province in the House <<( 
Commons inust keeji on jirobing until 
some adequate satisfaction .is given. 
((Cheers). 

Mr. Lemieux's Appreciation. 
l\Ir. Speaker, the Hon. Mr. Lcmleux, 
in the course of his long .speech- the 
other night,,, so eloquent indeed In its 
phrasing, spoke of the .Japanese as a 
great people, and of his high aiiprcoia- 
tlon of the manner in which he had 
been received in that country, but he 
Hignally failed, at least from my point 
of view, to give to the people of Can- 
ada flie slightest evidence on which 
they can rely, that the exchange of 
correspondence which has taken place 
between the Japanese minister and 
himself basiled; .to any ',satlsfactorv 
settlement of 'this*'" ttuestlori; (Hear, 
hear.) ■ 

Now, sir, will the hon. .gentleman 
■ oppo.iite seriously attempt t'o'l'ea'd this 
country to believe that the letter In 
question, and the correspondence 
which has developed, can for a mo- 
ment, be considered "<is so amending 
lii<^ solemn treaty thatl e-.Tlsts betw<;en 
I'anada and .lapan, .as to pi-otect us 
.•qrainst this inllux of .laiuine.Sf liiimi- 
gratlon! (f-Iear, hear.) ! tU, nut 
think, i\ir. Siieaker, that these lion, 
gentlemen can ask this house and this 
country to consider this matter at all 
seriously! (Cheers.) Why, Ivere, sir, 
U a treaty, a solemn bargain, that has 
been entei'cd Into bet\veen Kiiglatiil 
and .lapan! And does an.\- lion, gpii- 
tlonian in tliis house Ijcllevo thai tliis 
beautifully worded letter transcends 
111 iniportaiu'o Ihi.i solemn and liind- 
Ing treaty, wllioh has been pliu'eil iipnu 
the 0;iiiadian statutes! Why, sir, I do 
not think that any sane iiiiui can ten- 
one mojuent entertain any doubt as to 



the views he 'should hold on this feat- 
ure of the case. ( 
Liberals Are Satisfied. 

But from what I have read In the 
Liberal papers, the Liberal party In 
British Columbia is quite aatisfled 
that the Hon. Mr. Lemieux's mission 
v<as a success. 

Air. Alacdonald: Certainly It was. 

won. ;\Ir. AlcBride: And this letter 
Is serlousl.v given us as the safeguard, 
which we desire to secure in the pres- 
ent circumstance.-:. 

Jli\ iUacdonaUl: There is no con- 
tention that a treaty was made by 
IJon. Mr. l.,emicaix, as I understand It. 
Wliat he did was to conclude a diplo- 
matic arrangement by which the Jap- 
anese government ha.s agreed wltli the 
federal government to lix the number 
of immigrants whleli shall be permit- 
tod to con;ie from Japan into this prov- 
ince. 

Hon. ::\lr. McBride: But we cannot 
forget that an agreement of the same 
kind was previously made with the 
government of Japan througli the 
agency of Hon. Sydney Fisher; and 
that it waa utterly without effective 
result. So much for the .statement, 
and so much for the mission which 
the 'lilberals have commended to this 
housft. And I think. moreover, air, that 
one experience of tjils kind might 
and 'Should : have been sufflclent .for the 
Federal government;- 'and fu.fther ' that 
they should not rest at all satisfied 
with the arrangemont which was ef- 
fected by the Hon. M. Lcmleux. (Hear, 
hear.) And I do not see how my bun. 
friend, the leader of the opposition, 
can possibly talce the ground he doe.-;, 
in the light of our past experience! 
(Hear, hear.) Why, sir, if the letter 
which was written on this suljjecl 
years ago, on the part of the govern- 
ment of Japan, could not be relied on 
at all, and was of so little use, what 
reason in the world can be success- 
fully advanced for believing that the 
result of Hon. Mr. Lemieux's mission 
Vtf'dl be any better! (Hear, hear.) 
Probing the Citiesttons 

I am how, sir, looking at this ques- 
tion In a very serious way, and with 
a view, sir, of probing this situation 
right to tlie very bottom. (Cheers.) 
My hon, friend from ChlUiwhaclc 
would have this house believe that the 
people of Eastern Canada have taken 
the position, they have taken on this 
matter owing to the fact that we have 
made a political football of it. But, 
sir, we find that when representative 
men come here from tne East, and are 
broiight into close contact with the 
situation they speedily come to a 
proper realization of what the pre- 
sence of tli.ese most objectionable im- 
migrants, the Japanese, mean to the 
people of this province. (Cheers.) 
But perhaps apart altogether from the 
report of Mr. Clute and his two fel- 
low commissioners, there exists 
abundance of other material, from 
which, from an educational point of 
view, the members of the federal gov- 
ernment can and could learn every- 
thing that wo know on this question. 
(Hear, hear.) And I think, sir, there 
can be no question at all but what 
people who have been brought right 
face to face with the presence of the 
Japanese, as well as of the Chinese, 
in tills province have always vcr.\- 
quickly and very readily realised what 
a very, very serious menace these peo- 
ple are to our social system, and In 
many other respects to this country. 
(ChL«ers.) 

Alarming Statistics 
Now, sir, this is a most serious 
question, for I llnd that at the iiresent 
time there are no less than 2-'5,000 Asi- 
atif^s in this province, and in addition 
approximately about 75,000 white 
males, and I think, sir, that we must 
all at once admit that these are cer- 
tainly a very alarming set of statistics. 
That is to say, that for every three 
white men that we lind in the pro- 
vince of British Columbia we find one 
yellow man (hear, hear), and if, Mr. 
Speaker, this condition of affairs were 
to continue,, when we have attained a 
population of half a million— or per- 
haps one million — we would have a 
very large percenta.ge of yellow men 
indeed in this province (hear, hear), 
and we feel, sir, that we have more 
than a right to complain of an increase 
in that part of our population, which 
might, moreover, easily Increase per- 
haps as much as tenfold its -present 
proportions. (Hear, hear.) And that, 
too, sir, an Increase in a population 
which- will not and can&ot assimilate 
themselves, to - our requirements and 
conditions. It has been showh con- 
clusively, sir, since this question has 
been a live problem in this country, 
that these people can never by any 
possibility make desirable citizens, and 
that they can never form part and 
parcel of the community, as a good 
citizen would do. While wo are mind- 
ful of the fact that wherever the yel- 
low man has made his way in this 
province the white man, who is his 
competitor In the fiehUof labor, has 
been, and Is, comiielled. to stand aside 
and practically to step down and out. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Unity Should Exist 
And I "feel, sir, that In the face of 
all these^ circumstances there exist the 
very strongest and the most over- 
whelming reasons lor holding that 
there must be, on the part of all of 
us, complete unity of attlon and a 
strong endeavor to' keep this question 
alive, uijtll It Is solved according to 
our reasonable wishes and inalienable 
rights, and moreover in such a way as 
will be In the most full and In the most 
complete sense of the words satisfac- 
tory to the people of this great pro- 
vince. (Cheers.) 

Conservatives Consistent 
Now, sir, as far as the present Con- 
servative administration Is concerned 
I claim that upon this question we 
hav always acted consistently. 
(Cheers.) Such a, bill as the present 
measure has been passed by the 
legislature of this province on four 
different occasions (cheers), and it 
has been disallowed by the Liberal 
government at Ottawa, on four dif- 
ferent occasions. (Hear, hoar.) ,'lll 
my memory, sir, serves nie aright, In 
two of these instances, the bills 
which were disallowed were passed 
owing to the exertions of this gov- 
ornment, ur In other \vorcls, they were 
government bills. While on the fourth 
nnd last occasion when the bill was 
introduced by the Hon. lAIr. liowser, 
who at the time was a private mem- 
ber, the measure was passed through 
the house with the concurrenco of the 
government of the day. (Clieers.) 
And on the other occasion thd gov- 
ernment which enacted .the bill was 
made up of Ltb'erals and Conserva- 
tives. 

Act Was Enforced 

Aly hon, friend from tlie 15el|;i ;u- 
teiupted to make the house bolinve tliat 
when this legislation Ava:^ on the 
statute boolc the governinenl was 
never sincere in the enfercenient of 
tlie act. And I understood my hon. 
Irlend to say the other dny that the 
evidence wliioh was taken hefni-o ;i 
certain commission, went to siiow that 
when a Conservative government hud 



the ; chance to enforce such an, enaot- 
,ment It never did so;. Now, sir, that 
'Is certainly a slap in 'the face, from 
my lJoh:'/;frIend,';iWhlch will be felt by 
somct5h'on;*|gentleroen. v 

Mr.' 'Oliy'er:''. :WaB this evidence 
printed? >• ' . ^ ' 

Hon. Mr. MoBrlde— I think tha^ the 
hon. gentleman will find It' p.tlnted In 
the sessional papers. 

Mr. Henderson— It Is not to be round 

Mr. Oliver — The statements which I 
made' were fully substantiated by the 
evidence which was given under oath 
before this coinmisslon. 

Hon. Mr. M cBride— Tliat would . cer- 
tain! v put my hon. friend from Yale 
ia a"ver\- serious predicament,; Indeed. 
But so far as this house has Informa- 
tion, that commission stated -In their 
report that the • act -had been en- 
forced, and, nforeover, that tho gov- 
ernment, had \donC; ieyerythihg that 
could: possibly he done In order t(» 
bring about its. enforcement. (Hear, 
hear.) Their report, sir, will be found 
in the Journals of the house for 1303-4, 
and my hon. friend, the member for 
Yale, Mr. Drui'y and Mr. Davidson, 
then a labor member of the house, 
formed the majority of the commit- 
tee. We can well remember that 
wlicn it was proposed to appoint this 
commission, in order that there might 
be no question whatever as to the 
bona fides of their report, it was de- 
cided that the representatives of the 
government Of the, day .upon It should 
be in the minority, '>and no't be,- in. the 
majority, as - is -usual' in fjuch cases. 
(Heai-, iiear.J Mt. Davidson was cer- 
tainly an opponent, pf tho government. 

Mr. Oliver— -Ho voted for you. 

Hon. Jlr. iNIcHrido — I cannot help 
that. But ho also voted against us, 
ami simply b(!canse lie had the good 
sense and splenvlid judgment to sup- 
port at any time this administration, 
it does not necessarily follow tliat he 
belonged to the Conservative party. 
And on the' first ijossible occasion, 
when his constituency w^as opened, a 
Conservative opposed lilm. And this 
occurred In 1907, with the result that 
wo now have one of the most useful 
members of the commercial commun- 
ity in Koolenay, my .-hon. rlend Mr. 
Ifunter, a member Of this house. 
(Hear, hear.) ' ' 

Mr. Oliver Named Committee 

My hon. friend (Hon. Mr. Bowser) 
points out to me that tlie hon. mem- 
ber for the Delta himself named that 
committee, as will appear from an ex- 
amination of page 28 of the- journal.s 
of the house. And If the hon. gentle- 
man makes the request I have no ob- 
jection, speaking for this side of the 
house, to havii the evidence whicli 
was taken on that occasion printed, 
and given every possible publicity. 
(Hear, hear.) 

The report itself will be found un- 
der date of January 2S, 1904, on page 
74 of the journal. 

Mr. Borden's Telegram • 

I will now return, jir, for a moment 
or two to the Lemieux mission. I am 
given a copy of a telegram which was 
sent bv Mr. R. L. Borden to my hon. 
friend "the attorney-general which J 
believe was read to the house yoster- 
daj'. It runs as follows: 

Ottawa, Jan. .28, 1008. 
Hon. W. J. Bowser, ' - 

Attorney-gonerial, . . - . 
Victoria, B. C. 

Order in council third August, 189o, 
was only brougjit.^own Sdturday lilfet. 
It contains. loU^ing paragraph: J 

''The' mlnlstei;: submits that in, tno 
Interest of - the Dominion of Canada, 
there should be a proviso In the treaty 
of Great Britain with Japan similar 
to tliat contained in the treaty be- 
tween that country and the United 
States and ho recommends that when 
the adhesion of Canada is being given 
to the treaty, an express stipulation 
of tills kind should bo made and that 
some further definition should bo re- 
quired of the term 'laborer' so that 
It will definitely include artisans." 

Japan agreed except as to artlssn.3 
In February, 1S96, and as to artisans 
In October, 1S96. Present government 
then refused to accede on account of 
British preference and favored nation 
clause.

Mr. Borden Did Not Know. 

Mr. IMacdonald— Did Mr. Borden ex- 
plain why this information was not 
brought down to the Dominion parlia- 
ment when the treaty was considered? 

Hon. Mr. McBride— My hon. friend 
will see that the return was not 
brought down until the day before Mr. 
Borden .spoke. 

Mr. Macdonald — My hon. friend must 
know that Mr. Borden's party was in 
power when that report was made. 

Hon. Jlr. McBride — It does not fol- 
low that Mr. Borden would as far as 
he was personally concerned know 
what the flies of the department con- 
tained. 

Mr. Macdonald— He ought to have 
known. 

Hon. Mr. McBride — My hon. friend 
says that ho ouglit to ha\'0 known. My 
lion, friend must I'cmember that in 
the past ten years there have been 
three or four changes in the leader- 
ship of the Conservative party at Ot- 
tawa; that Mr. iiorden has been its 
leader for merely a few years; and that 
he is jiractlcally a new man; and not 
In a position to know what had taken 
place long before and before ho be- 
came a public man. Remembering 
these facts no fault , will be found 
with I\Ir. Borden in this respect, at 
least ljy anyone who is really fair- 
minded. (Hear, hear). 

Mr, Molnnos Asks Questions. 

Now, sir, I think that In 1S97 Mr. 
Mclnnes, then the member for Nanai- 
mo, asked .Sir Wilfrid Laurlor In the 
House of Commons at Ottawa three 
(lueStions in regard to this very ques- 
tion of Japanese Immigration. And 
these will be found on the pages of 
Hansard for the- year 1897. Thisy are 
given a.s follows: 

-Mr. Mclnnes askinl: 

1. Has the government received aity 
communication from the Imperial au- 
thorities, asking if the I'anadlan gov- 
ernment intended to .accent the jiro- 
vlsions of the treaty lately entered Into 
between Great Britain and Japan? 

2. If BO, what was the government's 
reply to such communication? 

;!. Has the government taken, or is it 
the intention of the government to take 
any action under the said treaty, or 
[itlierwise, which would Interfere with 
the right of Canada to prohibit, re- 
strict or otherwise deal with Japanese 
Innnlgration? 

Sir Wilfrid's Reply, 

Now, sir, what did .Sir. Wilfrid 
Laurier, the prime , minister, say in re- 
ply to Mr. Mclnnes? I^e says: 

The Prime -Minister (Mr. Laurier).— 
Yes. When;'the.gPMernni.e>)t cajne Into 
oiiic'e ''tftey'fbundlfa'jiivcohi 
from the Impeirlar a^^ 
the Canadian government to accept 
the treaty between Great ]',rltaln and 
Japan \vhlch lias been before the gov- 
ernment for over a year. T.he jiresent 
government considered the matter and 
determined to answer that lliey would 
not be hound by the Japanese treaty. 
Were Not Bound Then 
I There, ' sir, you have tho pi^dic 



statement made in the Canadla^n par- 
liament on this question by Sir Wil- 
frid Laurier! -Th%t theyi had re. 
celved • a v c6mmimlM.tron \n regard to 
this treaty; aBitfiSithfft af t,er' considering 
the matter theV haq determined to re- 
ply that they weroi not bound by the 
treaty with Japan. 

Mr. Maedontild — What- bearing has 
tiiat statement on this question? 

Hon. Mr. McBride — The answer then 
given by the prime minister at Ottawa 
bears upon it, and I have no doubt 
vvhatfsver that my lion, friend would 
have been much better pleased if these 
questions had never been asked; and 
If that answer had never jjeen given. 
(Hear, hear.) 

Now, sir, all this happened at Ot- 
tawa ten years ago. When this Ja- 
panese treaty was at that time dis- 
cussed It was refused, .and an official 
statement In answer was sent to that 
effect to the colonial ofllce in the old 
country. The -Liberal government at 
Ottawa in ^1897, sir, would have noth- 
ing whatever;. Ho do . with this treaty 
between" <Erigra|id. and Japan. And 
why, and how then,.'iiir, has it come 
aliout that just ten years later tills 
very .same Liberal administration can- 
not do enough for.:Japan?.;(^Ieair, hear.) 
Did the goverhmeht <iatf dt'titwa know 
more In 1907 than they' did in -1897? 
Tliey Did Object. 

Mr. Macdonald: Why 'did not your 
Conservative friends at Ottawa ob- 
ject? 

Hon. Jlr. MclJride: And .so they did 
object. (Cheers.) Tliose who came 
from British Columbia did object. 

Mr. Macdonald: Why did not Mr. 
Borden and his friends in the house, 
when the .Taiiauese treaty was before 
the J:)oinlnl()n iiarlianieiit, object to 
Canada becoming a party to it? 

Mr. .Mci3rido: Mr. liordeii accepted 
the assurances which were given 
the iiou.-r^e on that- (lecasion by the 
prime minister. But we cannot for- 
get that some yours ago we had a.-- 
surances given us by Hon. S.vdney 
Fisher, only to lind tliat there was ab- 
solutely nothing of any value what- 
ever to this country in them!

My hon. friend knows quite well as I 
do, tliat the arrangements wlilcli were 
made by Mr. Fisher were pi'actically 
no arrangements at all; that they were 
absolutely ineffective; : (Cheers.) And, 
In those clrcumstaHcies, will my hon.

iieople ol? the'=-great'jPTOVincft-df -Britiijli 
Columbia to take- at 'aUt seriously the 
similar assurances which are given us 
by the»'Honi-<'Mn:'Iiemieux-?- (Cheers.) 

Cannot Justify Change. ( 

But to return to Sir Wilfrid Laurlor, 
it will, at least in my opinion, be ut- 
terly impossible for the Liberals of 
this province successfuU.v even to at- 
tempt to justify the changed views of 
tholr leader at Ottawa, a change in 
view which -moreover was apparently 
brought aboijt a. few ^nionths . ago! 
(Hear, hear.) In 1897 the premier had 
tlie subject welt in hand. ..But in 1907, 
when the situation,' -so .tar .aa Orlential 
Immigration was concerned, had' 'be- 
come more serious by 500 per cent, 
than it was in 1897. Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier suddenly makes a change of front, 
and adopts an altogether different jiol- 
icy. Now, I again ask, wliy wa.s this 
done? What had occurred in the in- 
terval of 10 years to warrant it? How 
can' it poaaibly be explained on sane 
And reasonable ground^'.' (Cheers.)

charged the Conservatives with hav- 
ing neglected to grapple with this 
ciuestion, and with having failed to 
give to the people of British Colum- 
bia' the jtrotection. to' which they were 
justly entitled.

No Proper Explanation 

I leave this question, sir, and the 
premier's answers with this observa- 
tion, that I have failed tp. hear any- 
thing from hon; gentlemen opposite in 
this hou.-3e, as well atf fi:om the people 
in Ottawa, anything lljke a proper ex- 
planation of wliy such* a. .change of 
front on the part of the Liberal ad- 
ministration at Ottawa on this ques- 
tion, and so far all these gentlemen 
have failed, and most dismally failed, 
to justify what has^ been. done.

Mroe "J'apane.se.', Coming. 

We know what happened last sum- 
mer, and we further know, froin past 
experience, that' we- can -look for an- 
other great rush, of -Japanese Into this 
province. (Hear, hear.) And, what is 
more to the point, the Dominion gov- 
ernment Is at this moment entering 
Into negotiations with Japan for the 
purpose of bringing Japanese settlers 
Into Canada (Hear, hear); and in the 
present grave conditions, are endeav- 
oring to bring Japanese and yellow 
men Into this country In hordes. (I-Iear, 
hear.) I will now read to the house an 
extract from the AVcekly Herald, a 
newspaper which is jiubllshed in Cal- 
gar.v. This extract runs as follows: 

Vancouver, Jan. ti. — Na.gatany, a 
well-known Japanese, and resident of 
Canada for several years, left for To- 
kio today to complete arrangements 
for a cnldnlzathni scheme In Canada. 
He has purchased tweiity-Iive thou- 
sand acres of Irrigated C. P. R. lands 
east of Calgary, His company Is In- 
corporated for half a million yen. 

Two hundred Japanese will be 
brought eai-ly in the spring to start 
operations. Sugar beets will be grown 
and a refinery erected near. 

The Japanese government is being 
severely criticized in Japan, said Na- 
gatany. In an interview, for agreeing 
to limit . innnlgration to Canada. As 
a matter of fact the Japanese people 
wish to come, and many expect to 
come to Canada. 

A coiiipaiiy is being organized In 
Japan for the purpose of establishing: 
a newspaper in British Columbia t" 
take their side, and show tho pco|de 
here it Is to their intei-est to be. 
friendly with subjects of the Jllkado, j 
and not only to welcome them but i 
treat them well when they arrive. i 

You will see that arrangements will | 
be made for thousands of the better 
class of Japanese to coine here and to 
other parts of Canada In the ne.'ir fu- 
ture. \Vc wish to come here, and In- 
tend to start a vigorous canipnign in 
favor of the Japanese being allowed 
to live here peacealily. ' 
Want Question Settled 

Wo want this great question defi- 
nitely and satisfactorily settled, sir, 
and In effecting tlil.-i settlement we 
onl.\- ask that tills great province of 
Hritlsh Columbia sliall - receive proper 
and promiit attention to her legltiinato 
demands and fair play! (Cheers) 

In conclusion, I wish to lake tiiis 
opportunity to emphn.size thp position 
which all along tlil.'j government has 



taken upon this paramount and vital 
issue! (Cheers.) We are, sir, first 
and foremost against the yellow man. 
(Cheers.) While we " stand Just as 
tinnly and Just as;manfully for , the 
protection of white labor 'in every part 
of this great province! (Cheers.) 

And we are, sir, as u government. In 
favoi- of the jiassago bv this house, 
and at the earliest possible moment of 
tins enactment, which is drawn along 
tho lines of the Natal act as the safe- 
guard to which we are in all the cir- 
cumstances of this case clearly en- 
titled; and, moreover, sir, iis the only 
safeguard on which we and the peo- 
ple of tlil.s province can rely for pro- 
tection against this Invasion of our 
shores by the Japanese and other Orl- 
en^al,,:races!

COfl.e.J-'sir.J/Wltli the consistency which 
as dharacterized our policy in the 
past, to continue to follow^ up this 
question, until we .secure for the peo- 
ple of 'this province the rights to 
which beyond all question they are 
entitled; y (Cheers,) 

Not Touching imperial interests. 
And we moreover say, while we are 
making this additional protest, and 
while we are empliasiy.ing tills addi- 
tional declaration of our jiolicy, that at 
the same time we do not propose in 
any way whatever to interfere with 
liiiperlal interests. (Cheers). C)r to 
do anything that would in any way 
retard the \vorlc of tho federal govern- 
mout at Ottawa. A\'e feel quite .satis- 
lied in pursuing consistently our policy 
of defending and conserving the rights 
and prlvlh^ges and liberties which we 
enjoy as British subjects in tlii.s fair 
province. (Cheers.) Moreover, wo feel 
quite satisfied tliat we have in the vig- 
orous and consistent maintenance of 
this fair and just policy the' great el- 
ectorate of the province of British Col- 
umbia behind us. (Cheers). 

Opportunity for People 
And, sir, just so Koon as an oppor- 
tunity is given to the people of this 
country to make a clear and definite 
pronouncement upon this prime and 
paramount issue, and, sir, this oppor- 
tunity Is at this very moment not far 
off, because tho date, when tho feder- 
al elections musi be held, is rapidly 
approaching, I claim that there can 
only be one result as 1 have the full- 
est hope and confidence that the peo- 
ple not only of this Important prov- 
ince but of the entire Dominion from 
thS shofes of the'I'aplfie to the shores 
of the Atlantib . will ho longer leave 
power In the hands of the 'Iiiberal ad- 
ministration,, led by Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier at Ottawa, which' during the per- 
iod of ton years has proved so flag- 
rantly and so absoluti^ly false to its 
trust, and most particuiarl.v so as far 
as tho vital interests of this province 
arft concerned by the manner in which 
it has handled tiie question of admit- 
ting the Chinese and Japanese Into 
this country to the grave detriment of 
tho best interests of its citizens. 

The hon. gentleman resumed his 
seat amid the enthusiastic plaudits of 
his friends and supporters. 

Mr. McPhillips Folfows 
A. I£!. McPhlUips. K. C, (Islands) 
said he found It necessary to say a 
few words in e:<planation of his posi- 
tion upon the bill before tlie house. 
iThc leader of the opiiosltlon took a 
rather extrardinary line of debate. He 
had stated th.at the bill only aiiplied 
to Hindu.s, although in so doing he 
disagreed .with . Sir Oliver Mowat, 
David Mills and the present chief jus- 
tice of the Dominion. 

Mr. McPhillips reaa section 30, chap. 
93, of the revised statutes of Canada, 
1896. By this clause mere !g no in- 
hibition except in the case of persons 
designated in the, act. There is noth- 
ing to say that the Japanese w-ill not 
come into this country. But lie did 
lind it provided, and he wondered 
that the Liberal government at Ottawa 
had not availed themselves of the 
legislation they already had under this 
section 30, the right to enact an 
ordcr-ln-council keeping out the Ori- 
entals. He asked why It had not been 
put in force. ' 

Treaty Stands in Way 
Mr. Macdonald: "I might ask iif 
the honorable gentleman . thinks this 
could be put in' ' force against the 
Japanese In view' of the treaty?" 

Mr. McPhillips agreed, that it could 
not now be'ptit'ln force. He asked 
what measures were being taken to 
do away with the threatened menace. 

(The attorney-egenoral was intro- 
dUCitig a bill, and stated that it is an 
effective bill, that it will keep out 
Japanese, Chinese and Hindus. 

The honorable leader of tho opposi- 
tion said that it was only partly effec- 
tive, and that -while it would not keep 
out Japanese and Chinese It would.' 
yet apply to Hindus. It was, accord- 
ing to his opinion, going to have some 
effect, however. 

The hon. leader of the opposition 
asked as to what course he (Mr. Mc- 
Phillips) iiurposcd following in the 
light of his staten;ent some days ago 
that tho measure, if It did pass, and 
It it were assented to, would yet be 
of no effect. In reply he asked if he 
was entitled to place his legal opin- 
ion against what might be In tho best 
Interests of the people of the province. 

He referred to bis hon. friend's ex- 
perience in a similar position. Ills 
hon. friend, the leader of tho opposi- 
tion, had held that the hill in tho sot- 
ftlcrs' rights case would be of no 
effect. He liad gone up and down the 
Island preaching that opinion, and he 
had managed to convince 100 men 
that his legal opinion was correct. The 
result now was that these 100 men 
have been deprived of the COal under- 
lying their lands. 

Perhaps the present bill would not 
become effective. He was in ti, 
nieasuio sitting at tho feet of a num- 
ber of ver.v eminent men who held 
that it would lie efCeetive, .and tlierc- 
fare he would not throw any obstacle 
111 the way of anything whicli might 
prove In tho interests of tho province. 
Why Not a Dominion Act 
July 20, 1S98, Hon. Joseph Oham- 
berlain had sent word that a bill of 
this nature would be effective if on- 
acted. The lilberals w6ro; In power 
In the Dominion at that -time, and ho 
would ask the Liberals In the legis - 
lature if It was not an extraordinary 
thing that though they had had this 
right, up until tho present day they 
have not enacted a Dominion Natal 
Act. They were derelict in their duty. 

The bill which they were endeavor- 
ing to' enact was not a Conservallvo 
measure, but 'It expressed tho united 
voice of the people of Britisli Colum- 
bia. How had the hon. minister of 
justice dealt with it. Ho had dealt 
with It summarily. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick'a View 
In speaking of tlie ineasui'e enacted 
at tb(! .session of 190a-190'I the then 
minister of justice, Hon. C. Fitzpat- 
rlck had written the. Governor-General 
a.s follows; 

The luiileiHlgnod has had under coii- 
sldunitlon chapter 26 of tho acts of Brit- 
ish Columljla, passed at the last session 
of the b glsUituro (1U04), . Intituled "An 
.'Vet to iteguhito Immigration Into- Brit- 
ish Coluin]/ia," 
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This act (hears the same title and is 
essentially of the. same effect as otlier 
acts of tlio province wliieh have during 
recent yoars been dls.allowod by your 
e.xcellency. It prolilhlts the immigra- 
tion into British Columbia (subject to 
certain exceptions) of any person who 
when asked to do so by an officer fails 
to write out at dictation In the charac- 
ters of .some language of Europe, and 
sign, in the pros(..nco of the officer, a 
passage of fifty words in length In an 
I'luropean language directed by tlie of- 
(Icer. Among other immigrants ex- 
cepted from- this prohibition are tliose 
excepted by certificate in writing of the 
minister charged with the administra- 
fion of the act or of any. -officer ap- 
pointed to enforce jtn^provislons. Power 
is conferred to prevent proliibited Immi- 
grants from entering the pi-ovlnce and 
to deport those who have entered; and 
masters of vessels arriving at ports in 
the province with passengers are re- 
ciuired .to submit their jjas^enger.. lists

Here was an extraordinary spectacle. 
Between governments there was some 
courtesy nocessar.v and yet v.'hat were tho 
conditions In the case. ^Vllen this act 
was disallowed thoy did It so summarily 
that they did not even inform, the local 
authorities that It was in question; They 
disallowed It forthwith. 

If this act were pa.ssed what would 
Mr. Aylcsworth do with it? He would 
probably say that this act could not go 
into force and tlio responsibility for its 
disallowance must rest upon the federal 
govermiiciit. 

The iionorablc leader of the opposition 
stated that he would support this act 
because It exclmh-d Hindus hi that thoy 
werp not trratod in tlie immigration act. 
Therefore ho expected that the leader 
of the opposition when he gets notice 
tlint this bill has been dls.'i! lowed, would 
linmediatoly take issue with tho fi.deral 
aiitliorltii.s in that if allowed to remain 
in force, it would have exoUiiled I-lin- 
dus. 

Do Good In Either Case. 

According to tho word of tho attor- 
ney-general, tho act would exclude Hin- 
dus, .Tapaneso and Clilnoso. According 
to the word of the opposition, if en- 
acted, it would exchido Hindus, in view- 
ed' these two opinions, no honorable 
member of the house, In duty to his 
constituents would be entitled to vote 
against tile blU because in one way or 
thp other, It was In tho interests of 
Urilish Columbia.
